IN A STATEMENT from Plains, 


On., Carter said, "He was a great and 
good friend to me and a great Demo- 
cratic leader." 


President Ford, from his vacation 


Kpot at Vail, Colo., expressed sorrow 
and said the mayor "lias been n domi- 
nant force In American politics for 
many years. His career of public ser- 
vice at the state and city level, and 
his participation in national legisla- 
tion and policies, reflect his strong be- 
lief in and dedication to the vitality of 
the American cities." 


After an active and apparently hap- 


py morning, the feisty mayor com- 
plained of chest pains and hurried to 
the office of his personal physician, 
Dr. Thomas Coogan Jr., at 900 N. 
Michigan Avc. at about 1:45 p.m. 


While he was being examined by 


Coogan, Daley put in a call to his son, 
Michael. Coogan left the room and, 
while he was gone, Daley suffered his 
attack. He became unconscious and 
never revived despite efforts of a 
team of doctors, paramedics and fire- 
fighters rushed to Coogan's office. 


At 3:40 p.m., while members of his 


large family waited nearby, the doc- 
tors attending him gave up hope. 


Dr. Barry Shapiro, one of the team 


of doctors from nearby Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital who fought to save 
Daley's life, described the battle: 


"WHEN I GOT there Dr. Cfrogan, 


who is the mayor's doctor, was there 
with four paramedics and they were 
giving a heart massage, a closed chest 
massage and ventilating, the mayor 
with what's called a hand ventilator. 
An I-V was In place. 


"When I first walked In, I could sec 


that (hero were very serious circum- 
stances. His pupils were fixed, the 
color was very poor. It was obvious to - 
me that there was very little hope of 
resuscitation. I began ventilating, and 
got a tube in his windpipe. 


"It became clear to me that there 


was air escaping into the right chest 
— called the pncumothorax. I made a 
small Incision into the right chest, 
placed a hemost.it into the chest 
which allowed the gas under pressure 
to escape. 
" . . . We could feel a pulse with a 


closed chest massage but there was no 
pulse on his own and the elec- 
trocardiogram was showing a straight 
line ... We continued with resuscita- 
tivc efforts ... at no time was there 
any spontaneous heartbeat. At that 
time, we all agreed that it was a 
hopeless circumstance and we all 
agreed that he was dead." 


So died the man known in his time 


as the "sultan of clout," "King Rich- 
ard," and the man who ran "the city 
that works," 


A MAN OK old fashioned ways, in 


the eyes of many, Daley was the mod- 
el of an old fashioned politician until 
the last. 


He began his last day by attending 


the annual breakfast for city depart- 
ment heads. There he got a surprise 
gift — two round trip air tickets to 
Ireland, worth $1,360 each. Daley and 
his wife, "Sis," had planned to visit 
the home of the Daley ancestors next 
Spring. 


Then he was off to dedicate a new 


gymnasium at Mann Park on the 
South Side. Short, portly and ruddy, 
Daley still knew what to do with a 
basketball when one was handed to

Grim news leaves 
commuters silent 


Thousands of commuters left their downtown Chicago jobs Mon- 


day evening only to find the grim news at the Chicago and North 
Western Ry. Station: Mayor Daley was dead. 


Newspapers with 2-inch high headlines proclaiming "Daley is 


stricken," "Daley dies," and "Mayor is dead at 74" told the story. 
The newspapers were snatched up as fast as free money. 


On a train back to the Northwest suburbs all was silent as riders 


read the news. Those without newspapers leaned across the aisle to 
read the paper of the person next to them. 


"I thought he was assassinated when I read that headline," said a 


rider bound for Mount Prospect. "You know I'm kind of relieved' 
to hear it was a heart attack." 


"What will happen to Chicago now?" asked one woman to the 


man next to her. "I wonder who they got to replace him." 


BY THE TIME the train reached Mount Prospect most of the 


passengers had read the news. Papers lying on their laps or on 
the floor, few riders commented on Daley's death. 


Talk of the heart attack prompted a conversation about pacema- 


kers by three men.

For many suburbanites, Mayor 


Richard J. Daley, the legendary 
Democratic wheelhorse who gave 
meaning to the word 'clout,' was a 
near mythical figure who ventured 
into their domain only on the rarest of, 
occasions. 


Few area political figures were 


even close to the inner circle of 
Democratic politics in Cook County. 
As a result they had little personal or 
professional rapport with him. 


"Daley himself could fill anyone's 


shoes, but there is no one who can fill 
his," James Stavros, former Wheeling 
Township Democratic committecman, 
said Monday. 


Stavros had more contact with Da- 


ley than other area politicians during 
the mayor's term in office. Other area 
politicians joined Stavros, however, in 
saying Daley was misunderstood by 
many who were critical of his activi- 
ties. 


"That was strictly for their pres- 


tige. They could not get their name in 
the paper supporting him so they 
were critics," Stavros said. 


Stavros was convicted in 1974 in 


connection with a zoning shakedown 
scandal in Wheeling. 


EVEN THOUGH Daley's appear- 


ances in the suburbs during the past 
15 years can be counted on one hand, 
Stavros noted the mayor came to the 
Northwest suburbs twice during his 
tenure.

5% utility tax repealed; 
water rates increased 42%

The repeal of the village's 5 per 


cent utility tax, coupled with a 42 per 
cent increase in water rates, were ap- 
proved Monday night by the Arlington 
Heights Village Board. 


Both actions will take effect Jan. 1, 


1977. 


The water rate hike Is needed be- 


cause the village's water system was 
operated at a deficit the past two 
years, despite considerable funding 
through utility tax receipts, adminis- 
tration reports show. 


The board's action will increase wa- 


ter rates from 63 cents to 90 cents per 
1,000 gallons. It is the first increase 
since 1971. The rate is the same as 


that charged in Mount Prospect and 
Wheeling and lower than rates in Buf- 
falo Grove ($1 per 1,000 gallons) and 
DCS Plaines ($1.01 per 1,000 gallons), 
said Trustee Frank Palmaticr, chair- 
man . of the board's finance com- 
mittee. 


THE 12 PER CENT increase will 


mean an Arlington Heights home- 
owner now paying a quarterly water 
bill of $20 will pay $28.40. 


Only Village Pros. James T. Ryan 


opposed the increase, saying he would 
prefer to see other alternatives to 
keep the increase lower. 


The repeal of the village's con- 


troversial utility tax, which was 
enacted in 1971, was opposed only by 


Trustee August Bcttman, who, with 0. 
V. Anderson and Robert Miller, said 
they favored reducing the tax only to 
2 per cent. 


The utility tax raises about $1.6 mil- 


lion annually with about $1 million 
used this year for capital improve- 
ments to the village's water system. 
The tax is collected by the gas, tele- 
phone and electric companies, which 
add service charges and then remit 
the funds to the village. 


Since the tax was enacted, it has 


raised about $7.8 million and has fi- 
nanced about 40 capital improvements 
projects. The cost to the average 
homeowner for the six-year period 
has been about $300, said Kenneth 
Bonder, village finance director. 


Barboro in joint campaign

The starkness of winter Is just beginning, as the new season arrives today. 


It's the short day of a long winter 


by GERRY KEIIN 


Today, the first day 
of 
winter, 


brings good and bad news for those of 
us living in the northern hemisphere. 


The good news: beginning at 11:36 


a.m. todtiy, the days progressively 
will become longer and the sun will 
set later In the day. The bad news: 
the coldest weather of the year is 
coming, despite all that extra sun- 
light. 


This date has been culled the winter 


solstice ever since our ancestors un- 
derstood the motion of the sun in the 


sky and the inclination of the Earth 
on its axis. Both contribute to creat- 
ing the seasons as we know them. 


WINTER SOLSTICE is that time 


when the sun reaches its most south- 
erly position in the sky and the days 
arc shortest ami the nights longest. It 
•narks the beginning of winter north 
of the Earth's equator and summer 
south of it. At the nr*"' pole night is 
perpetual; in die sum*, it is the 
time ot the midnight sun. 


Essentially, the Earth's southern 


hemisphere is tilled directly toward 


the sun, and the north away from it. 


Although the sun still travels from 


east to west in the sky, the points at 
which it rises and sets on the horizon 
h a v e been 
moving progressively 


southward since June 21, the summer 
solstice, when the sun was nearly 
overhead. 


BEGINNING TODAY, the days will 


become longer until June 21, 1977, 
when the entire process will start 
again. Dec. 21 is the shortest day of 
the year — only nine hours and 20 
minutes of sunlight. Next June 21, 


that figure will be reversed 
with 


about 15 hours of sunlight. 


Despite the short days now, the 


coldest weather should be about a 
month away. That's how long U takes 
the Earth to lose the heat It has 
stored up from when the days were 
longer. The delay in heat gain and 
loss is the same reason why the cold- 
est time each night usually is an hour 
before dawn, not midnight. 


Temperatures should be coldest at 


ttic end of January, although we'll all 
have about an hour more daylight. 


County's finance panel gets request 
Suburb branch courts studied 


Steps arc being taken that may lead 


to the construction of branch court 
buildings to serve Northwest subur- 
ban residents.

Mount Prospect 
and DCS Plaines, Is the fastest grow- 
ing district within the Cook County 
Circuit Court, Boyle told The Herald. 


"We just can't continue to go beg- 


ging with our hat in our hand asking 
the suburban villages to let us use 
their council room for court rooms," 
Boyle said. 


The Circuit Court rents courtroom 


space In the village halls of a number 
of s u b u r b s , Including Arlington 
Heights and Schaumburg. 


Boyle said planning for the satellite 


court houses would not delay his con- 


sideration of establishing a branch of 
the juvenile court In Schaumburg in 
the near future. State Rep. Virginia 
Macdonald. K-Arlington Heights, two 
weeks ago presented Boyle with peti- 
tions urging a juvenile branch be es- 
tablished. 
Both 
Schaumburg 
and 


Hanover Park have offered rent-free 
space. Boyle said he has no objections 
to the juvenile branch. 


The Circuit Court is losing its lease 


in some suburbs and eventually it will 
need five satellite court houses in sub- 
urban Cook County, Boyle said. 


It is expected to take at least sev- 


eral months for the finance committee 
to make a recommendation on court 
houses for the second and third dis- 
tricts.

Bashford, 17, a summer waitress at 
the Covered Wagon Restaurant. She 
had refused to leave although she was 
warned to evacuate. 


THERE WILL BE no Christmas 


tree this year in the Loveland home of 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Locnard 
Bashford. A festively decorated tree 
was one of Stannis Ann's favorite 
symbols of the holiday season. 


"She always liked a tree," her 


mother said. "We'll have Christmas 
tliis year, but we just won't have u 
tree. 


"Everybody has to go on, but I 


don't think we've had enough time to 
get over her death. We'll be thinking 
of her." 


Stannis Ann, who wanted to be a 


hairdresser, would have been a mem- 
ber next year of the first graduating 
class at 
Thompson 
Valley 
High 


School. Her classmates wept openly 
at her funeral last August. 


IN FORT COLLINS. Colo., the fami- 


ly of 3-year-old Aaron Watts still re- 
members now the tot was swept from 
their side into the Big Thompson's 
swirling waters. Debbie Watts said 


she, her other young son, a daughter 
and her husband made it to a riv- 
crbank after their cabin was demo- 
lished in the flood. 


"Aaron was just to my right when 


the cabin collapsed," she said. "He 
got sucked into the current and was 
pulled down the river. The rest of us 
made it to the bank and spent the 
night on the mountainside until a heli- 
copter rescued us the next day." 


Mrs. Watts said her family used 


their religion to accept the fate of 
their son. They will celebrate Christ- 
mas for their other children. 


"My 5-month-old son doesn't re- 


member Aaron, but my 8-year-old 
daughter. Cindy, docs." said Mrs. 
Watts. "But she understood what hap- 
pened. The first thing she said to us 
when we got back from the flood was 
— 'Is Aaron with Jesus now?' "

at the Grcclcy home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Gerald Carlson, who lost their son and 
daughter-in-law a little more than 
a year after the young couple was 
married. 


Stanley Carlson, 22, and his wife,

weekend fishing trip in the northern 
part of the canyon. Their bodies were 
found by search crews one day after 
the flood. 


"We had a wonderful Christmas 


with them last year, and we're going 
to miss them dearly," said Mrs. Carl- 
son. "Our other sons will share 
Christmas with us this year but we'll 
miss Stanley and his wife. To me 
their deaths just don't seem fair, but • 
that's the way life goes." ' 


The first person reported killed in 


the flood was Sgt. Hugh Purdy, a vet- 
eran Colorado State patrolman who 
would have retired in a few months to 
become a carpenter. His wife said she 
will spend Christmas this year with 
her children in the house Purdy built 
with the help of his son. 


"We are trying our best to carry

RTA plans to act 
on C&NW buy 


The Ki'gional Transportation Authority has scheduled a meeting 


Thursday to act on an agreement to purchase the Chicago and 
North Western Hallway's commuter service. RTA director Rich- 
ard .Vewland of Waukcgan, however, said Mondty all details of the 
agreement Imve not been worked out. 


Now land said the major obstacle to an agreement is one direc- 


tor's refusal to waive the 72-hour advance notice requirement for 
agenda Item*. An agreement would bring RTA benefits to the 
Northwest suburbs, which rely heavily on the railroad's service to 
the city. Once part of the RTA, the Chicago and North Western 
Ry. is expected to adopt uniform regional rail fares, which now 
arc slightly lower than existing fares. It also would provide dis- 
count fares for senior citizens and students. 


During recent negotiations the two agreed on a $6.2 million sub- 


sidy for fiscal 1977. a $8.5 million subsidy for 1978 and a $10.3 
million subsidy for 1079. Lawyers for the RTA and the railroad 
have been working on the language of the agreement for the past 
week. The two agencies renewed serious negotiations In October 
after two months of silence.

Female fami- 
ly members were threatened with se- 
xual abuse before death. 


Speck, 34, was sentenced to 400 to 


1,200 years in prison for the July 14, 
1D68, murders of eight nurses In a Chi- 
cago townhouse.

Kotsos said Speck will come up for 


a parole review each year in Septem- 
ber.

As divorce becomes an 
in- 


c r c a s i n ij I y common end to 
Amcricun marriages, problems 
of child custodv arc becoming 
almost routine tragedies. 


Particularly 
disturbing 
to 


many who observe the con- 
.sequences of child custody bat- 
tles are the increasing numbers 
ul children uho arc being "kid- 
naped" by their parents in an 
eflort to accomplish what cannot 
be achieved through the courts. 


The 
heartbreaking 
problem 


requires attention from slate 
and national lawmakers, who 
should look for ways to aid fami- 
lies caught in Mich situations. 


Parental kidnapping most of- 


ten comes to public attention in 
news stories about parents who 
have recovered children after 
month.-, or years of searching. 


Such stories reflect only a part 


of the problem, however, for 
thousands of families are caught 
up in conflicts in which no happy 
ending ever occurs. 


Figures on the magnitude of 


the problem arc unavailable. 
Federal kidnapping laws specifi- 
cally exempt parents who take 
their own children, even if in 
doing .NO they violate a court or- 
der. 
Other 
law 
enforcement 


agencies rarely and reluctantly 
become involved. 


Uecause of the lack of re- 


c o u r s e to law enforcement 
agencies, parents whose chil- 
dren have disappeared must 
rely on their own resources. If 
they have money, they may be 
:ible to trace their children. If 
they do not. the children may 
never be recovered. 


Numerous 
proposals 
have 


been made to solve this prob- 
lem. Most extreme is a proposal, 
uliicli has been kicking around 
the U.S. Congress for several 
years, to make kidnapping by 
parents a federal crime just as 
is kidnapping by strangers. That 
would bring the FDI and other 
law enforcement agencies into 


tlic searches. 


The proposal, though it must 


seem attractive to persons who 
consider themselves victims of 
the present system, has obvious 
drawbacks. It is hardly likely 
that courts would be willing to 
apply criminal penalties to most 
parents involved in these cases. 


A less harsh measure, which 


deserves study by Congress, 
would make parent kidnapping a 
federal offense but would pro- 
vide for fines, not prison sen- 
tences. 


Another partial solution which 


has been proposed is the Uni- 
form Child Custody Act, u law 
which has so far been adopted 
by ID states. 


The act provides that family 


courts in one state will honor the 
custody decrees of other states. 
It is designed to discourage ag- 
grieved parents from 
taking 


children from state to state in 
• search of a favorable ruling. 


The act has been unsuccessful- 


ly proposed in Illinois General 
Assembly several times. The 
state legislature certainly should 
revive the measure. 


The custody act will not solve 


a basic problem in parent kid- 
naping. It will not help a parent 
find his child who has vanished. 
It would, however, provide more 
protection for those parents who 
have been awarded custody in 
one state than they are now af- 
forded. 


Tin1 idea solution for the entire 


problem would be a profound 
change in society's attitudes to- 
ward children and families. If 
parents involved in divorce pro- 
ceedings did not consider chil- 
dren as "property" to be divided 
up and "possessed," the situation 
would be greatly eased. 


Until such an ideal solution ap- 


pears, however, it is up to 
society — particularly its law- 
makers — to find ways to aid the 
victims of parental kidnapping, 
both children and their parents. 


Senate must reorganize 


Much attention has been paid 


since the November election to 
President-elect Jimmy Carter's 
promise to reorganize the feder- 
al bureaucracy. 


Another, less noticed reorgani- 


/ation proposal also has sur- 
faced — this one involving a pro- 
|ni.sal to streamline the oper- 
ation of the U.S. Senate. 


The proposal, developed by a 


>clcet committee to study the 
Senate committee system which 
was chaired by U.S. Sen. Adlai 
Stevenson. D-IIL has come up 
w i t h a set of proposals which, 
though less dramatic than bu- 
reaucratic reorganization, are 
.-etiMble. 


The 
committee's proposal!! 


call for reducing the number of 
Senate committees from 31 to 15. 
cutting the number of com- 
mittee and subcommittee as- 
Mgnments for the average sena- 
tor from 18 to eight and realign- 
ing committee jurisdictions to 
eliminate overlap. 


In studying the Senate struc- 


ture, the committee found that 


& 


the large number of committees 
with overlapping jurisdictions 
make coherent 
policy devel- 


opment difficult, if not impos- 
sible. The country's energy pol- 
icy, for example, is handled by 
14 committees, one select com- 
mittee, two joint committees 
and 
more than 
40 subcom- 


mittees. 


It is probable that Carter will 


have more success reorganizing 
the federal executive branch 
than the Senate will in reorga- 
nizing itself. In the political at- 
mosphere in Congress, it is hard 
to imagine senators voting to 
eliminate committees and thus 
the committee chairmanships 
which are an important source 
of power. 


We hope, however, that this is 


one time the senators will over- 
come their personal power urges 
to take the necessary action to 
revise their own systems. . 


With the emphasis which will 


be directed toward government 
reorganization as Carter takes 
office, 
the time is certainly 


right. 


The bigger boss is calling. 


The end of cm era 
Mayor Richard J. Daley 1902-1976

Chicago Mayor Hlchard Joseph Da- 


Icy, who died Monday of a heart at- 
tack at the iigc of 74, never held a 
national office, but few men could 
claim more influence in national poli- 
tics over a longer period. 


Daley's power readied from ward 


hulls to I ho White House. U helped 
John V. Kennedy to the presidency 
and made the careers of scores of 
stale and city politicians. 


Even after his stunning ouster from 


the 1972 Democratic National Con- 
vention, it was generally viewed as 
impossible for any Democratic presi- 
dential candidate to win without Da- 
ley's organization getting out the Chi- 
cago vote. 


In this year, lie delivered the Chi- 


cago .vote once more for the success- 
ful 
Democratic 
candidate, 
former 


Gov. Jimmy Carter of Georgia, but 
was unable to win Hie state for his 
gubernatorial candidate, or to deliver 
for Ills candidate for Cook County 
state's attorney. 


HIT III: had shrugged off the losses 


— "My mother always said, 'Tomor- 
row will be a better day,* " and many 
knowledgeable politicians believed his 
hold on the city and Cook County re- 
mained unshaken. 


The short, stocky mayor with the 


mercurial temper spoke in an un- 
grammatical mixture of contradictions 
— "The policeman is there to pro- 
serve disorder" and "I resent the in- 
simiendos." But one thing was clear 
in Chicago — Daley was "Boss" — a 
word, incidentally, which he hated. 


Born May 15, 1902, Daley lived all 


his .vears on Chicago's South Side in a 
while 
ethnic 
neighborhood 
called 


Bridgeport. 


Its .streets, lined with unpretentious 


bungalows, were the base from which 
Daley, a sheet metal worker's son, 
worked his way lo power. 


AS A HOY, Daley was quiet and 


shy, the only child of Michael and Lil- 
lian Daley. His grandparents were Ir- 
ish immigrants. 


Young Daley made up for his shy- 


ness with Industry, selling newspapers 
;md working on a horse-drawn vege- 
table cart. Educated at a Roman 
Catholic school, he went on to De La 
Salic Institute. 


After graduation, Daley went 
to 


work .in the Chicago Stockyards, soon 
earning a desk job. 


At the same time, he became active 


in poll'ics. One Joe McDonough was 
ward leader, and Daley became his 
personal secretary, moving on to take 
a job as clerk in the City Council. 


ItlCIIAIII) IJ.M.EV was to remain 


on public payrolls for the rest of his 
life. 


Daley, the life-long Democrat, got 


his first chance at elective office — as 
a rtcpublican. An elderly Republican 
state legislator, running unopposed 
for reelection in lD:io. died Just 13 
(lavs before the balloting. So the 
Democratic organization conducted a 
write-in campaign for Daley. 


Daley's only reversal on his climb 


to the top came when Ed Kelly, then 
party boss, persuaded him to run for 
Cook County (Chicago) sheriff. Kelly- 
was running a wide open city and 
countv, and the press painted Daley 
as Kelly's man. Daley lost. 


But the following summer, Daley 


eased out the committeemun from his 
llth Ward and took his place on the 
all-important • Cook 
County 
Central 


Committee. 


WHEN AOLAI E. Stevenson was 


elected governor in I94B — one of par- 
ty chieftain Jacob Arvey's better slat- 
ing choices — Daley went back to 
Springfield. He was Stevenson's state 
director of revenue and unofficial go- 
between' for the intellectual governor 
and the old-style politicians. 


The move gave Daley a liberal im- 


age. When the Cook County clerk 


Mayor Daley as he spoke at swearing in 


of new suburban judges Dec. 6, 1976 


died, the "new" Daley took the job 
and went on to win reelection handily 
while potential rivals went down to 
(I of eat in the wake of a late-breaking 
scandal. 


Daley waited until 1953 to edge out 


Arvcy as party chief — after a Demo- 
cratic reform mayor, Martin Kennel- 
ly. had been elected for what the or- 
ganization soon decided would be his 
last term. Less than two years later, 
with Daley firmly at the helm, the 
central committee "drafted" him to 
run for mayor. 


On April 20. 1955, with his family by 


his side. Daley took the oath of office. 


TIIKX DALEY made a very impor- 


tant break with precedent. 
He re- 


tained his position as chairman of 
the Cook County Central Committee, 
something no other mayor before him 
had ever dared to do. 


Holding both jobs enabled Daley lo 


dispense 33,000 patronage jobs in city 
and county offices, as well as deciding 
which party regulars would run for 
election. Stale and federal posts also 
fell within his .sphere of influence. 


The nation became aware of Da- 


ley's political clout in 1960. He was 
one of the first of the Democratic 
powerhouses to get on the Kennedy 
bandwagon. Then he did as much as 
any man to get him elected. Many Il- 
linois Republicans still swear Daley 
stole the White House for Kennedy. 


Daley liked to be called "the first of 


the new leaders," not the lost of the 
old-fashioned bosses. 


"THE OLD bosses were only inter- 


ested in what was good for them- 
selves." Daley said. ';The new objec- 
tive of leadership is what you can do 
for the people." 


What Daley did was 
build ex- 


pressways, dig sewers, put up street 
lights (e\en in alleys) and bulldoze 
slums. He changed the city's skyline 
by persuading businessmen Chicago 
was a good place to do business. More 
than 123 buildings went up in the loop 
during one 10-year period. 


While other'cities seemed to dis- 


i n t e g r a t e , Daley's Chicago ran 
smoothly — at least on the surface. 


The surface masked serious prob- 


lems. 
The 
infant 
mortality ra'e 


among blacks was one of the highest 
in the nation. High-rise apartment 
buildings Daley put up to replace 
blocks of slums became "vertical 
slums." 


ELECTIONS 
AND 
"vote-theft" 


charges went hnnd-in-hand. 


Some saw a turning point in Daley's 


political fortunes in 1968, the catalytic 
year in which event piled upon event 
in an avalanche of (he unexpected, 
culminating in the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in Daley's already 
tense Chicago. 


Blacks in the city's ghcttoes had ri- 


oted after Dr. Martin Luther King's 
assassination in April of that year. 
Daley was given a helicopter tour of 
the burning slums and then called in 
Superintendent of Police James B. 
Conlisk Jr. and issued his most fa- 
mous order: "Shoot to kill." 


The yippics, hippies and 
other 


yo_.ig p. ..to 
aguiiiit 
the Vietnam 


War who converged on the city for the 
D e m o c r a t i c National Convention 
brought a strong reaction from the 
mayor. "As long as I am mayor, 
there will be law and order in Chi- 
cago. Nobody is going to take over 
this city." Daley said. 


CHICAGO POLICEMEN were put 


on 
12-hour 
shifts. 
5,000 National 


Guardsmen were mobilized and 6,000 
Army troops were on standby. There 
were about 5,000 antiwar protesters. 
Police, confronted by young people 
unimpressed by them, Daley or Chi- 
cago, struck back hardbeating demon- 
strators, newsmen and posscrsby. 


Word of the police action caused a 


furor on the convention floor. Sen. 
Abraham 
Ribicoff 
of 
Connecticut 


stood before the convention to nomi- 
nate a fellow senator and said: "And 
with George McGovcrn as president 
of the United States we wouldn't have 
those Gestapo tactics in the streets of 
Chicago." 


Cameras swung on the mayor. He 


was red-faced and shouting. Several 
witnesses said the mayor's tirade was 
a string of obscenities and an anti- 
Semitic slur. 


The four years between conventions 


brought 
a 
transformation 
in the 


Democratic party Daley had served 
for half a century, a revision trig- 
gered in part by revulsion over what 
happened in Chicago hi 1963. 


DALEY WON AN unprecedented 


fifth term in 1971 by 417,000 votes. Ob- 
servers said he was as strong as ever. 


Then came the 1972 primaries. Ed- 


ward V. Hanrahan, the Cook County 
state's attorney once regarded as Da- 
ley's protege, was dumped from the 
ticket after the Illinois Supreme Court 
upheld an indictment charging him 
with conspiracy to obstruct justice in 
connection with a police raid he had 
ordered on a Black Panther apart- 
ment in 1969. Hanrahan won the nomi- 
nation anyway, then lost his key office 
to a Republican. 


Daniel J. Walker, an independent 


who chaired the commission which la- 
beled Chicago police action in 1968 a 
"police riot," defeated Daley's candi- 
date. 


The election of the organization 


slate of delegates to the Democratic 
National Convention was a booby 
trap. All 59 won as "uncommitted" 
delegates, meaning they would cast 
their votes for the man Daley finally 
selected. 


BUT DALEY HAD not counted on 


the seriousness with wlu'ch the Demo- 
cratic party viewed the reform guide- 
lines set down by the McGoveni fac- 
tion. The party credentials committee 
ruled Daley's organization had secret- 
ly slated the candidates for delegates 
to bar women, minority group mem- 
bers and young people. 


A vote on the convention floor up- 


held that decision. 


By 1974, Daley was showing every 


sign of preparing to run for a sixth 
term the following year. He was also 
badgered by political and even per- 
sonal troubles. 


A U.S. prosecutor and potential 


G O P 
mayoral candidate, James 


Thompson, had obtained convictions 
of some prestigious one-time Daley al- 
lies, notably former Gov. Otto Kerncr. 
Thompson's investigations had also 
forced a vigorous housecleaning of the 
corruption-tainted Chicago Police De- 
partment. 


THOMPSON STRUCK even closer 


in May with an indictment charging 
conflict of interest against Alderman 
Thomas R. Keane, Daley's old friend, 
his leader in the City Council, and 
possibly the second most powerful pol- 
itician in Chicago. 


Daley's private life was almost ex- 


clusively family-oriented. Daley met 
his future wife, Eleanor Gullfoylc, 
when he was about 20 and she was 
four years younger. As Mrs. Daley- 
told it, they used to go to ball games 
with her brothers and he started call- 
ing her "Sis" because everyone else 
did. In later years, after seven chil- 
dren. Daley would affectionately in- 
troduce his wife as "my campaign 
manager, Sis Daley." 


The three Daley daughters all be- 


came school teachers. Three of the 
four Daley sons — Richard, Michael 
and William — studied law. The 
fourth. John, entered private industry. 
Like their father, the sons were actho 
in politics. 


Still enjoying robust health, Daley 


told newsmen on his 70th birthday his 
secrets were "my wife's cooking" and 
"beg punching, bicycle riding, jum- 
ping the rope, ball playing and weight 
lifting." It was about as rloso as the 
mayor ever came to discussing his 
private life in public. 


For Chicago and much of the rest of 


the country. Daley remained an 
enigma, a man whose counsel was 
sought by the most powerful men in 
the land, but who would exclaim, "I 
don't hear much about what is going 
on around the country. I'm strictly m 
local boy serving the great city of Chi- 
cago and the state of Illinois.

of a full-scale Investigation on whether hot-selling electronic video 
games can damage television picture tubes, officials said Monday. 
Electronic ping-pong, tennis and similar devices are major Christ- 
mas sales Items, due to recent mass production and advances In 
technology which have brought the price of many of them to under 
$100.

Officials said there is a possibility there will be a full-scale PTC 


Investigation on the effect of the gomes. One official said, "We arc 
conducting a staff Investigation to determine If there is some ad- 
verse Impact by these games on TV receivers, but as this point 
there's no determination. You can't Imply (here's n problem just 
because there's an investigation. We're trying to be balanced." 


A spokesman said "the staff Is looking at it but the commission 


has token no action yet." Formal Investigations of an industry or 
product arc usually ordered by a vote of the full commission and 
then announced. An independent newsletter, "FTC Watch," said 
however, the agency will approve and announce such an in- 
vestigation later this week. It quoted commission sources stressing 
that there Is not sufficient evidence to show that the games can 
damage a picture lube, but the staff wants to make sure. 


Hospital cost invcsli^ulion urged 
Stale officials should make sure hospitals aren't "living off the 


fat of Blue Cross," witnesses said Monday at a hearing to deter- 
mine whether insurance rales for some -130,000 subscribers will go 
up. Two spokesmen for the Service Employes International Union 
urged the huge carrier and the Illinois Insurance Dcpt., which is 
conducting the hearing, to look Into hospital costs. 


"Hospitals have gone Into a terrific throw-away program," said 


Charles E. Fnxworth of Maywood, the union's business representa- 
tive ami chairman of its legislative committee. "I've heard of 
patients going home with thermometers and, in one case, a $32 
humidifier that could have been used for years." Foxworth said he 
suspects such costs routinely are billed to Blue Cross-Blue Shield. 
"Hospitals have evolved Into a situation where they arc living off 
the fat of Blue Cross by making charges that aren't totally legiti- 
mate." he said. 


Blue Cross-Blue Shield has proposed hikes ranging from 20.4 per 


cent to 31.9 per cent yielding $'J7 million a year. Generally, the 
Increases would apply to roughly 360,000 Individual subscribers 
and about 70,000 persons in small group plans covering from two 
to 22 persons.

The First National Bank of Chicago announced Monday it will 


reduce 11$ prime lending rate to H per cent from 6.25 per cent, 
effective today. The last time the prime rate at the bank dipped to 
6 per cent was In February 1973. 


Millions form em?r«iy fact pool 
The world's Industrialized countries signed a history-making 


agreement Monday to pool solar energy knowledge in order to 
lessen their need for oil. Following the decision of oil-exporting 
nations to raise the price of oil again, most member countries of 
the International Energy Agency reached an accord to coordinate 
research on how to heat and cool buildings with the sun's energy. 


The signing marked the first time a group of nations has lent 


prestige and priority to solar energy with such an accord. Milton 
Klein of the United States, head of the agency's research and 
development section, said, "This Is the first intergovernmental 
agreement in history on solar cncrp,v." 


Top court rule on ConRail sought 
Tlie Illinois Dcpt. of Transportation has asked the U.S. Supreme 


Court to review a ruling permitting ConRail to route Illinois 
freight trains through Indiana, a spokesman said Monday. A feder- 
al court In Danville ruled Aug. in that ConRail should not l>c 
allowed to route Illinois freights over the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad tracks through Indiana. A special.ConRail court, how- 
ever, reversed that ruling. 


The petition charges the ConRal! court exceeded its authority in 


overruling the federal court. It also said the ConRail panel issued 
Its Injunction without hearing as much evidence as the district 
court heard. If the traffic is ordered back to Illinois, It would run 
over track between Lawrcnccvlllc and Paris, which is state-sup- 
ported and was not Included in the original ConRail basic system.

NEW YORK (UPI) — The inevi- 


table battle over the use of home vi- 
deotape recorders to tape television 
programming has begun in a. legal 
test that will decide If a new gener- 
ation of home entertainment equip- 
ment is here to stay. 


Film studios are claiming the abili- 


ty of viewers to tape movies shown on 
TV is creating home film libraries 
that diminish the value of the studios' 
products and violate their copyright 
protection. 


"We just don't want people copying 


our films," says Los Angeles attorney 
Stephen Kroft, representing Universal 
City Studios Inc. and Walt Disney 
Productions Inc., which last month 
brought a federal court suit against 
Sony Corp. of America. 


THE SUIT'S target Is Sony's Beta- 


max, which allows homo recording 
while the viewer Is away or looking at 
another channel for repeated play- 
back later on. Introduced a year ago 
In a color TV console costing some 
$2,300, Betamax sales began to rise 
sharply when a compact $1,300 Beta- 
max deck that attaches to any TV 
was brought out earlier this year. 


Sony backed the products with a 


large advertising budget and in the 
three months ended in November, 
Betamax sales totaled some 15,000 
units. Now Sony says the studio suit 
has helped as well. 


"We've been saying all along that 


Betamax is a good product. •Now Uni- 
versal and Disney have come along 
and given veracity to our claims," 
says Sony Pres. Harvey Schein. 


Sony calls Betamax a "time-shift" 


machine — allowing tho viewer to sec 
something on television he otherwise 
would miss. Rather than hurt the en- 
tertainment industry, Betamax ex- 
pands tho viewing audience for pro- 
gramming, making it more valuable, 
Sony says. 


"THEY ARE trying to tell us what 


we 'can do in our own homes; the 
copyright law never Intended that," 
exclaims Schein. 


K r o f t rejects Sony's time-shift 


claims. "The bottom line prohibits 
copying for whatever use," he says of 
tho law. 


Tho videotaping case raises Issues 


similar to those surrounding the In- 
troduction of audio recording equip- 
ment which allows the listener to tape 
music from a radio or a friend's al- 
bum, a still somewhat fuzzy legal 
question.

Outgoing Treasury Secretary William E. Simon and two key 


senators Monday warned New York City not to count on new 
programs nf long-term federal aid to solve its remaining financial 
problems. Simon, testifying Iwforc the Senate Banking Committee, 
expressed cautious optimism the city can take the necessary steps 
on its own to restore financial solvency. 


The U.S. Treasury Is continuing to make short-term loans to the 


city under a $2.3 billion-a^vcar seasonal loan program enacted by 
Congress a year ago to keep the nation's largest city from bank- 
ruptcy. These must be repaid each year with interest. The total for 
this fiscal year soon will reach $2.1 billion. The program lasts 
through June, 1978. But Simon said additional long-term federal 
aid for New York would be "neither needed nor justified." 


Chairman William Proxmlrc. D-Wls., said: "In my judgment 


Congress would not approve additional federal aid to solve New 
York City's fiscal problems ... so It's my firm belief the city 
must make It on its awn."

27 Khodcsinns murdered 


Nationalist guerrillas operating in the Inyonga mountains of 


Rhodesia, near the border with Mozambique, have massacred 27 
black tea estate workers, security forces headquarters said Mon- 
day. A communique said the guerrillas abducted a number of 
estate workers, their wives and children and took them to an 
adjoining tea estate Sunday. The men were separated and taken 
some distance away and told to lie down. The guerrillas then 
opened fire on them, the communique said. 


"At least 27 African men were killed and seven Injured," It said. 


"Some members of the labor force are still missing from the 
estate and Investigations continue to establish their whereabouts." 


Press censorship in Beirut. 


Lebanon's press association voted Monday to institute self-cen- 


sorship after Syrian troops occupied and shut down seven of Bei- 
rut's 10 newspapers prior to an expected declaration of martial 
law. The association offered to establish a censorship board if Pres- 
ident Ellas Sarkis would order Syrian troops out of the seven 
newspapers. 


It would be the first time that censorship has been imposed on the 


Arab world's only free press In peacetime. Newspaper editors 
doubted the Syrians would agree. "But we arc not optimistic that 
they will accept the bargain," a press association officer said. "It 
looks as If the Syrians will want more."

Sunshine Optlcal's Patricia Reese says 
designer lines mean top-of thc-llnc quality for their 
customers. 


"Designer frames help the public enjoy wearing 


glasses," she sa>s "The) arc more st>lish, and they 


fit better as well. 


"Obviously, the normal housewife won't come In 


and ask for it, but once she sees what kinds are 
available, she'll often go for the designer frame." 


Advertising In consumer magazines and eye-catch- 


ing displays arc attracting both women and an In- 
creasing share of men to the designer fold; even a 
few fashion-conscious customers with perfect eye- 
sight arc succumbing as well And while the undcr-30 
crowd still opts for contact lenses if they have to 
make a choice, says Tuckcrman, glasses arc no 
longer of the "only If I have to" variety.

A knowledge of the physical struc- 


ture of nails points out why careful 
manicuring Is essential to their 
health. 


The nail Is composed chiefly of the 


protein keratin. Tho nail plate, con- 
taining a small quantity of calcium 
and phosphorus, originates from the 
matrix at the base of the nail and Is 
connected to the root. Damage to the 
matrix may cause distorted nail 
growth. Tho moon or white crescent 
dhapcd area at the base of tho plate Is 
the lunuta. This is the visible part of 
tho matrix. The nallbcd, soft tissue 
upon which the nail rests, contains 
many small blood vessels which sup- 
ply nourishment to the matrix. The 
cuticle is tho opaque fold of skin at 
tho base of tho nail. 


The rate of nail growth differs with 


each person. Several diseases and In- 
fections may slow the rate, while 
pregnancy, typing, piano-playing and 
nail-biting increase it. Good grooming 
enhances tho appearance of nails and 
keeps thorn healthy.

The story of Hanae Mori 


From housewiie to household name

A few months ago, Princess Grace 


of Monaco sent a telegram to Hanae 
Mori (pronounced HAN-cye MORE-y) 
tn Tokyo. 


How'd you like lo design the cos- 


tumes for an Oscar Wilde ballet my 
Royal Ballet of Monte Carlo Is going 
to do? That's roughly what It said. 


And Madame Mori, as she's known, 


replied, love to. 


The invitation isn't surprising. Ma- 


damo Mori spent seven yean design- 
Ing costumes for the movies in Japan 
before she moved into women's cout- 
ure and ready-to-wear on a grand 
scale, and licensing arrangements 
with Cole of California for swlmwoar. 
Shlscido tor perfume, and a host of 
others who make sheets, men's ties, 
stationery and umbrellas. 


The October, 1976. issue of Fortune 


magailnc described her as "... prob- 
ably (Japan's) only woman corporate 
president." She's certainly one of its 
leading designers and she's on her 
way to becoming a global force. 


THIS YEAR, Hanae Mori enter- 


prises, which also include a network 
of boutiques in Hong Kong, In Japan, 
and one in New York, will gross per- 
haps $88 million dollars. 


The Japanese lady who holds those 


kinds of reins has to be persistent, in- 
dustrious and willful. 


Wo had occasion to find out recently 


when Madame Mori was in Manhat- 
tan for the opening of her ready-to- 
wear boutique in a former art gallery 
on East 79th Street. (Her couture 
clothes ore carried in 100 specialty 
stores throughout the country.) 


The building Itself is a study In 


chrome and air, correctness and good 
taste; the two selling floors arc con- 
spicuous uncluttered. Everything in 
its place — the scarves, Jewelry, ties, 
etc., on the first floor, and upstairs, 
the soft, colorful, often frilled and ruf- 
fled clothes Madame Mori Is showing 
for resortwear. 


THAT MORNING there was a good 


deal of quiet scurrying back and forth 
to sco when Madame would be ready. 
Tlie tall, slender, amiable designer Is 
treated almost reverentially by her 
Japanese and American employes 
alike.

"I 
have been designer for 25 


years," she said, in labored but Jucid 
English. "I wanted to be artist when 
young, but my father was very strict. 
There were many Communists in art 
school at that time, which he didn't 
like. He wanted me to be a doctor 
because my brother was doctor." 


But she didn't want to, so she stud- 


led Japanese literature and history at 
a women's college. 


"AND AFTER graduated, got mar- 


ried with husband." She considers 
what she Just sold and laughs. "I was 
very nice housewife for one month, 
but I did not like to be at home. I 
wanted to be working, so I ask my 
husband — he's Japanese, very strong 
but very nice — and we discussed it 
for one month. Then I went to design- 
ing school in Tokyo." 


Husband Kenzo, a textile manufac- 


turer then, set her up in business and, 
she says, "Now he is my boss. Two 
years after I started fashion design- 
ing, I had trouble with tax office be- 
cause I cannot count money, so my 
husband help me." 


Anyway, there she was with a staff 


of three tn a small studio "downtown 
in what was our Greenwich Village." 


"I wtirked very hard. I had big 


show window and I changed designs 
every day. One evening, Japanese 
men, very drunk, pass by and look up 
and see sexy mannequins in short 
skirt. Next day, they returned and 
one, from movie studio, asked me to 
design for the movies. So I was very 
pleased at that." 


SHE HAD, after nil, majored In 


Japanese history which accounted for 
most of the scenarios. "After six 
years, all the big stars came to me, 
also as private customers." 


At this point, the interpreter ar- 


rived, to Madamc's delight. But you 
speak English so well, we said to her, 
why not continue? There followed a 
pleasant scuffle, with ample smiling 
all around. For Madame Mori is per- 
sistent, industrious and willful. She 
won't speak English unless she has to. 


The final count was a draw, with 


Madame answering in English when 
pressed. 


There came a time, she continued, 


when "movies changed. They became 
very sexy and they didn't need clothes 
anymore. And also designers from 
Paris came to Japan. Japanese 
people liked Paris fashion very much, 
which was very bad for domestic de- 
signers. So I like to change my style." 


WHICH WASN'T exactly easy. The 


traditional Japanese kimono comes in 
only three sizes — small, medium and 
large — minus the buttons, snaps and 
zippers the West loves. "We just wrap 
and tie," Madame said. "So I had to 
study American bodies and western 
style clothes. It was very difficult, but 
now I can do everything." 


Sometimes, she even deans the 


house, for fun. "I always think of to- 
morrow and not yesterday," and 
housecleaning, the interpreter ex- 
plained, "helps to clean up the past." 


But most important to Madame, 


who sleeps only six hours a night and 
"works the rest of the time, is "to 
have the health of the spirit. When I 
don't have that," she says, "I will be 
finished." 


Madamc's spirit is in good shape.

Thr doctor she went to thought she would outgrow It but she Is 19 
now and Mill has the wheeling and hardness of breathing that she 
always had. Sly problem U this: I am lending her to an allergy 
specialist who claims that he can cure her asthma with shots and 
treatment* in build up her resistance to her allergies. 


Theie shots, not counting lite prescriptions, are really expensive. 


I need In find some Information or If jou could tell me whether I 
am spending my money tor nothing. 


The funny catch Is they told us that Dili treatment has to he 


carried on for about four jean lo tee results. She has been on this 
treatment for eight months and Is In the same shape she was shen 
»hr started. I would appreciate any help you could give me. 


I understand jour concern but this Is not an unusual situation for 


an asthmatic. A large percentage of individuals with childhood 
asthma do outgrow the disease, but some do not. 


The cause of asthma may be an allergic typo of response from 


external allerglns — somewhat like hay fever Is caused by rag- 
weed, and these cases arc called extrinsic asthma. If you know 
what the offending allcrgin is, complete avoidance of It Is the most 
effective form of treatment. Unfortunately this may not be pos- 
sible. Dcscnsltlzatlon such as jour wife Is getting Is commonly 
done, and It docs require long term therapy for the beat results. 
Unfortunately, no one can predict with certainty which patients 
will respond to (ho deserialization program. Since In some patients 
the response Is dramatic It Is worth trying, but you should keep in 
mind that even after the long trial It may not produce the hoped- 
for results. 


At age ID your wife may still have considerable Improvement In 


her condition. She should know, however, If her asthma Is related 
to an allergic typo response and If so to what allerglns. If It Is an 
allergic type asthma her doctor should know what she Is allergic 
to — particularly If the shots arc to have any benefit. The wholo 
principle of dcscnsltlzatlon Is to inject weak solutions of the aller- 
gic substance until the body undergoes chemical changes that en- 
able It to tolerate the allcrgin without the asthmatic response. 


If there is no Indication that your wife has allergic asthma then 


she probably has Intrinsic asthma. In this case the dcsonsitlzation 
program may not bo very useful since an asthmatic has to accept 
a large part of tho day to day management of his or her Illness. I 
think she should know what her status really Is. She should nvoid 
exposure to any of the things she Is allergic to. She should know 
what to do to treat acute attacks and what measures sho can use 
to prevent attacks. Medicine Is available for this purpose and Is 
even used by highly skilled athletes before competition.

The home line 


by Dorothy Ritz 


Pesticides necessary 


to rid carpet beetles 


Dear Dorothy: I'm finding a strange-looking Insect larva around 


the house. U resembles what I recall as a moth larva, but this is 
different — and striped. I've found them In stored clothing, In 
boxes and on the walls. Any Idea what this pest might be?—Vlckl 
Rogers. 


Your description sounds like the carpet beetle larva. If so, It's 


worrisome because these Insects can do tremendous damage; and 
with a serious Infestation, one has to call in a pest-control firm. 
Normal household treatment calls for a spray containing two per 
cent chlordanc or three to five per cent malalhlon or ronncl, or 
one-half percent llndalc or dlazlnon Spray everywhere jou'vo seen 
the larva and along all baseboards and so on. Everybody ought to 
have the government's excellent book on this problem because It 
can happen to any of us at any time. Send 35 cents to the Superin- 
tendent of Documents, US.

Make burglary tough 


If you make It hard enough for a 


burglar to get Into your home, he'll 
probably go somewhere else. 


"Even though professional thieves 


claim they can enter any home or 
apartment, they prefer going where 
tho entry Is easy," according to the 
State Farm Insurance Companies, 
which have published a new booklet 
designed to help citizens protect them- 
selves against burglary. 


Tho nation's 
burglary rate 
In- 


creased an estimated 17 per cent last 
jear. The Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation estimates 2 97 million bur- 
glaries occurred In 1974, with an aver- 
age loss of about $300. 


Making sure the locks on doors arc 


adequate Is the first step in pre- 
venting burglaries. A spring latch 
lock simply won't ds the job — a child 
could open It with a plastic credit 
card A dcadbolt or pin tumbler cylin- 
der lock Is needed. Extra reinforce- 
ment Is good for back doors, which 
burglars prefer to use. 


D o o r locks alone aren't good 


enough, the booklet says. Windows 
can provide cosy entry too, and most 
people don't know that ordinary sash 
fasteners arc just that ... ordinary. 
They don't keep anyone out. Windows 
should be locked or braced shut. 


Burglars arc aware that people use. 


tricks to fool them, but most won't 
check closely or risk guessing the 
trick from the signal of real occupan- 
cy. These tricks Include leaving lights 
on in the house, turning on a radio or 
television or setting lights on an elec- 
tric timer. Turning on lights In the 
second story prevents a burglar from 
peering in. 


Most people know they should stop 


deliveries while they arc away and 
notify the police, but many forget to 
ask a neighbor to watch the resi- 
dence. 


"Professional 
burglars,"

Farm says, "don't want to run into 
you But not all burglars are profes- 
sionals. If you encounter a burglar, 
don't be a hero Don't do anything to 
provoke the tlilcf." 


One of the best ways to avoid on- 


countering a thief is to stay out of 
your residence If you suspect a bur- 
glar is or has been there. If something 
is amiss when you return home, call 
the police and let them search the 
premises. 


If a burglar enters your house, an 


Inexpensive burglar alarm that makes 
a lot of noise may frighten him away. 
Or you may wish to install a ttoro 
expensive alarm system that connects 
silently with a law enforcement agen- 
cy. 


Mark possessions that are likely 


burglary targets, such as televisions 
or stereos, with an engraving tool. 
Engrave your driver's license num- 
ber. Items that can be Identified as 
stolen don't readily find buyers That 
discourages burglars and also en- 
hances chances of your property 
being found. 


Protect yourself financially in case 


your possessions do disappear. Home- 
owners or tenants Insurance will typ- 
ically pay for losses on the basis of 
replacement cost minus depreciation. 
For example, if jou paid $250 three 
years ago for your stereo, it might 
cost $300 to replace it at today's 
prices. Depreciation would be about 
$125, 
so you'd receive $175 for the 


loss. 


You'll expedite Insurance settle- 


ments If you keep a current Inventory 
of household possessions, including 
the date of purchase and the original 
value of each item. And if you have 
especially valuable items such as jeu- 
clry or furs, insure them with a sepa- 
rate endorsement.

vcason. who had denounced Daley's 
tactics following the riots at the 1968 
Democratic convention In Chicago, 
sjld. "Dick Daley's loyalties were 
fierce, his \lrtuc old fashioned He 
worked, rising at dawn each day, to 
servo the public, his party, and his 
family. That was his life. 


"He was as unselfish a man as I 


have ever known " 


Ilcpubllcan S«n Charles II Percy, 


a longtime battler against the Daley 
organization, said "the mayor, as he 
was known to everyone, loved and 
built the city of Chicago In a way 
that made the city the envy of every 
major metropolitan area in the coun- 
try. He was a fiercely partisan Demo- 
crat but he was utterly fair and cour- 
teous to those who opposed him " 


Although he was generally known 


nationally as a master politician and 
power broker, it was as a lover and 
benefactor of Chicago that Daley most 
sought to l>o remembered. 


ALD. 
WILSON FROST — black 


president pro tern of Chicago's 
city council — has claimed he be- 
came acting mayor upon Richard 
Daley's death. 


While cities such as New York 


foundered on financial shoals, Daley 
kept Chicago's head above water, 
rebuilt slums, expanded mass trans- 
portation, fought suburban erosion 
and, with less success, kept a lid on 
racial unrest. 


For years, one of tho most common 


topics was what will happen In Chica- 
go politics when Daley is gone Now 
that he is, some recalled his own 
summation. 


"When the curtain comes down 


some day — and It's bound to — I'll 
just sav. 'I did the best I could.' "

Daley's last known public visit out- 


side of Chicago, but within Cook Coun- 
ty, came in February as the fledgling 
Democratic Club was organizing on 
the North Shore in Kcnllworth. 


Daley appeared briefly to shake 


hands and boost the candidacy of 
regular Democratic tickets over ma- 
verick Gov. Daniel Walker, a candi- 
date who did well In the usually inde- 
pendent suburban townships 


Ho came there to say there was no 


wall between the cil) and the sub- 
urbs, but the dichotomy of Cook Coun- 
ty politics put many public officials at 


odds with the Daley organization and 
the use of Daley and his political or- 
ganization become the boogie man for 
many a candidate. 


Although the suburban visit lasted 


only 20 minutes, Daley's impact 
caused reverberation for some time 
Predictions that Daley would reap- 
pear in other suburban visits caused 
some Democratic commlttcemcn, like 
Schaumburg Township's John Morris- 
soy, to wonder out loud why Daley 
was after him. 


Daley's 
pride ' of 
Chicago was 


strong, if not absolute So much so 
that when the Chicago Bears toyed 
with the Idea of moving to Arlington 
Heights, Daley flatly stated the name 
"Chicago" could not be carried along.

"I tell you this pretty directly, they 


won't use the name Chicago and move 
to Arlington Heights. They can use 
the Arlington Heights Bears, but nev- 
er use the name Chicago Bears," the 
mayor said. He had his corporation 
counsel explore tho matter and cor- 
rectly predicted the "citizens of Ar- 
lington Heights arc not foolish enough 
to vote a bond Issue for eight football 
games " 


Tlli:itE AUK some politicians who 


believed Daley and his organization 
neglected the suburbs, preferring to 
rely on the heavy population of Chi- 
cago for political strength. 


S t a t e Rep Richard Mugallan, 


D-Palatinc, recalled Daley's anti- 
quated, but legally correct expression, 
"country town" in referring to the 30 
suburban townships in Cook County. 
"Ho was devoted to the city and his 
a t t e n t i o n was there," Mugalian 
added. 


Stavros characterized the relation- 


ship as allowing the suburban town- 
ships to function with a degree of In- 


dependence 


"Ho always said, 'Fellas, all I ask 


Is (hat you do it the way I would do It 
and don't embarrass your familH,' " 
Stavros said. 


Bc)ond recalling some of his per- 


sonal feelings for Daley, Stavros re- 
membered an unusual near-midnight 
call just after the election of the late 
President John F. Kennedy. 


"I HUNG Ul» the first time because 


he never called that late. When he 
called back he said that he needed a 
band to march in JFK's inaugural pa- 
rade," Stavros said. 


"I told him I always wanted to have 


the Wheeling High School Band In the 
parade, and we did," he added. 


But along with looking for bands for 


parades, Daley was given credit for 
making Chicago work. 


Mugalian said if Chicago was cred- 


ited as "working," then the people of 
the suburbs and the city should be 
grateful to Daley. 


"Without tho city, a strong city, 


then the suburbs would not have flou- 


rished A great city is important to 
the cultural, financial and other in- 
stitutions of an entire region," Muga- 
lian said. 


Whether it was neglect or Indepen- 


dence, the Daley organization was be- 
ginning to .show more interest in the 
suburbs, perhaps realizing at least 
that the people, and to a certain ex- 
tent businesses, were moving beyond 
city limits 


On one hand Daley reacted by or- 


dering his jobholders, the police and 
firemen, to move back He also began 
to take strides to extend his practical 
influence Agencies like the Regional 
Transportation 
Authority 
were 


created, and there will probably be 
others in the years ahead. 


Critics and backers alike acknowl- 


edge that Chicago certainly existed 
before Daley's rise to political promi- 
nence and that the Institutions will go 
on largely untouched But there Is no 
question that modern political history 
in tills area was marked indelibly 
with the mark of Richard J. Daley.

to be brought after his Initial heart 
attack 


Northwestern Memorial is the hos- 


pital nearest to the 900 N. Michigan 
Avc building were Daley was strick- 
en. Two doctors from the hospital had 
been rushed to the mayor's side 
where they worked for more than an 
hour trying to revive him. 


Inside the hospital, doctors report- 


edly were watching telemetry moni- 


tors for any signs that the mayor 
might be revived. 


A pressroom was set up, identi- 


fication badges passed out to some 50 
reporters, photographers, television 
and radio newsmen. Chicago police 
cleared the approach to the emergen- 
cy room entrance and everybody 
waited 


Ry 4 p m It was increasingly clear 


that something was wrong If he was 
coming to the hospital, Daley should 
have arrived by now. 


Shortly before 4.30 p m Ronald Gu- 


ziak. Northwest Memorial public rela- 
tions director, announced the mayor 
had died and would not be brought to 
the hospital. 


There was to be no final meeting 


between Mayor Daley and the news- 
men he never really liked.

"You're not Santa Clam. You're not 


fat enough," said the boy as he ap- 
proached me at my little hut. 


Alas. My greatest fear when I was 


climbing into the baggy, red-and- 
white suit seven hours earlier was fi- 
nally being realized. Knowing then- 
that I was too tall and undcrstuffed to 
earn acceptance from older, experi- 
enced eyes, I had prayed that most of 
my knee-sitters would be too young to 
notice. 


"Didn't you hear that Santa had the 


flu last month?" I asked. (Pretty 
quick thinking, if I do say so myself.) 
"I was sick a pretty long time and 
lost quite a bit of weight," I said. 


It worked. 


"OH," HE REPLIED. And then 


when I asked him what I could bring 
him for Christmas, his list was re- 
peated just as routinely as those of 
the 400 other kids I played Santa to 
that day. 


Being accused of being an imper- 


sonator is probably the most common 
fear of department store Santas. At 
the training class I attended, experi- 
enced St. Nicks had warned it would 
happen. But no solutions had been of- 
fered. "Just be yourself," they ad- 
vised. 


In the three days I played Santa, I 


logged about 18 hours' and was visited 
by about TOO children, but the dread 
accusation only occurred twice. The 
other time It was whispered In my 
ear. "I've got a secret to tell you," 
the boy said. "I don't believe in you, 
but I can't say it out loud 'cause my 
little brothers might hear," lie whis- 
pered. 


The training session ak.o planted 


other worries in the minds of rookie 
Santas: Kids with wet pants, suckers 
in the beard, requests for baby broth- 
ers and quizzes on the names of all 
nine reindeer. The trick for brndlfng 
the unexpected is to relax and re- 
member how gullible most youngsters 
are. And always be prepared to 
change the subject. 


IT ISN'T ALWAYS easy, though. 


There are too many older kids trying 
to ruin Santa's credibility with the 
true believers. 


But with most, the mystique of the 


charismatic legend pulls the stand-in 
Santas through. Many kids arc too 
shy to say much and most babies be- 
gin bawling when they get within 
' three feet of the guy in the funny-look- 


ing beard. 


The fun comes with kids who arc 5 


to 9 in age and know Santa well 
enough from previous years' visits to 
carry on a pretty good conversation. 
After they've recited the three or four 
items they want most, they usually 
have a few questions and comments 
of their own. 


common question. Others asked what 
I fed them and where they were. And 
to my surprise, on two different occa- 
sions, kids insisted they had seen my 
reindeer. Who was I to disagree? 


MY FAVORITE COMMENT came 


from a boy.about 6 years old. His 
mother had just retrieved his baby 
sister, who cried with great dis- 
pleasure while posing for a picture 
with Santa. He shook his head at me 
and said: "My sister makes so much 
noise sometimes that I stick bananas 
in my cars." 


It was amazing to see such little 


children waiting patiently for as long 
as a half-hour just to talk for one or 
two minutes with Santa. When it wns 
finally their turn, many of the tod- 
dlers were too scared to climb 
aboard, though some would say 'Ahat 
they wanted while standing a few feet 
away. One girl brought me cookies 
and one boy stood in line a second 
time just to tell me about one more 
item he had forgotten to mention the 
first time. 


And. of course, there were sonic 


requests that even the real Santa 
could not handle, such as the boy who 
apparently had lost his mother and in 
barely-audible tones asked for "anoth- 
er mama." 


The memory I will cherish most is 


of twin boys, about 5 years old, sprint- 
ing about 20 feet and flying into my 
lap. They said they had not decided 
what they wanted for Christmas, yet 
they talked non-stop for nearly five 
minutes. Finally, I asked them if they 
had been good boys. After looking at 
each other, one said quietly, "Some- 
times." 


Then, as they hopped off my lap 


they twisted around and waved. "I 
Io\o you, Santa," one said. "I love 
you, too," the other said.

The tentative budget for 1977-78 pro- 


posed by the Illinois Office of Educa- 
tion Includes $2 million for assistance 
In desegregation. The money would be 
used mainly to encourage desegrega- 
tion on a metropolitan basis, said Gor- 
down Brown, director of planning and 
policy analysis for the state education 
office. 


Drown said Monday if the state 


board approves the desegregation 
funding, guidelines for implementing 
(he plan probably will be submitted by 
July. The money would be used for 
the 1977-78 school year, he said. 


Till-: FUNDING proposal is an out- 


growth of Illinois Schools Supt. Joseph 
P. Cronln's idea to bus students vol- 


untarily from overcrowded and pre- 
dominantly black city schools to sub- 
urban districts with declining enroll- 
ments, Brown said. Cronln presented 
his idea last spring at a conference on 
metropolitan education. 


The $2 million mainly would be an 


incentive to suburban school districts 
to accept minority students, Brown 
said. "It's start-up money to get 
things going," he said. 


The money would provide: 
• Stale aid on a pcr-pupil basis to 


suburban districts receiving students 
in the metropolitan busing plan. 


• Tolal reimbursement for trans- 


portation costs involved in transfer- 
ring students and faculty from inner- 
city to suburban schools. 


• Remedial education and other 


special services for minority students, 
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122 S. Arlington HtlghtiRd. 


ARLINGTON HEIGHTS 


to go In suburban districts receiving 
the students. 


• Reimbursement for costs associ- 


ated with community involvement and 
planning for metropolitan desegrega- 
tion. 


THE STATi: education office has 


not identified which school districts 
would bo involved in the desegrega- 
tion plan, Brown said. He said the 
plan would involve not only the Chi- 
cago area, but also eight other metro- 
politan arc-as in the state. 


When Cronln suggested the busing 


plan last spring he said Arlington 
Heights and Mount Prospect would be 
the Northwest areas most receptive to 
voluntary busing. He said these areas 
have closed schools because of declin- 
ing enrollments, and the busing plan 
would help fill empty classrooms.

Heights and Mount Prospect said 
Monday they have reservations about 
the Incentive money. 


John Fridlund, superintendent of 


River Trails Dist. 26, said he is sus- 
picious the incentive money might 
cause current school programs to be 
cut. 


"We would not want to consider a 


new state program without the stale's 
commitment to fully fund existing 
ones," Fridlund said. 


FRIDLUND SAID Dist. 26 also has 


reservations about how the plan would 
be set up. "One of the strings (at- 
tached) is how the students are cho- 
sen," he said. "The students would 
have to fit into our program." 


Donald Strong, superintendent of 


Arlington Heights Dist. 25, &aid he 
thinks the state education office is 
"probably talking about programs for 
suburbs much closer to Chicago than 
Arlington Heights, where there is less 
distance involved." 


The $2 million desegregation pro- 


posal is part of a $2 billion budget 
presented to the stale board earlier 
this month The budget requests "full 
funding" for state aid to public 
schools. 


A public hearing on the budget is 


set for Jan. 6 at the Illinois Office of 
Education in Springfield. Summaries 
of the tentative budget also arc avail- 
able at the state board offices, 188 W. 
Randolph St., Chicago.

bond for alleged reckless flying, Don- 
ald Kroner buzzed the Pittsburgh 
Steclers-Baltlmorc Colts playoff game 
In one rented plane, then crashed an- 
other into Memorial Stadium's upper 
deck minutes after the game ended, 
officials said Monday.

The public war of Mac Wilkins 


When Mac Maurice Wilkins, who looks like a mountain with a 


beard on It, won the Olympic discus at Montreal, a lot of people 
thought he should be given a ticker-tape parade. And a lot of 
people thought he should be turned over to the FBI. 


First of all, there was that business of embracing the East 


German, Wolfgang Schmidt, when he barely nosed out the Ameri- 
can, John Powell, for the silver medal, on his last throw. Wilkins 
threw Wolfgang in the air with great elation and pounded him 
gleefully on the back. Americans looked at ench other. I mean, 
this guy was not only a German, he was on East German! What 
was going on? Hadn't Wilkins ever heard of Chatenu-Thierrv, the 
Battle of the Bulge, the sinking of the Lusltania?! You would have 
thought they caught him with a flashllcht signaling U-boats off 
Long Island. What next? A goose step? Shouldn't his name be 
"Wolf mac"? 


WILKINS' WAR with the U.S. wasn't over. In a news conference 


afterward, he announced (1) that he hoped the East Germans 
would win all the medals so it would shake up the U.S. estab- 
lishment and halt its Inefficiency, (2) that he was "embarrassed" 
to be associated with the U.S. Olympic Committee and (3) that he 
won the medal for himself and not the U.S. 


The press reacted predictably and suggested that Wilkins had 


been given the wrong medal, that the Order of Lenin would be 
more fitting. They wondered If he might be the first athlete in 
history to defect to the East. One wondered If his mall shouldn't be 
opened, or his phone tapped, or his cellar searched for a short- 
wave. 


All this came in rather startling counterpoint to the antics of 


Alberto Juantorcna, a Cuban, who sternly lectured the press that 
his double victory In the 400 and 800 was proof positive of the 
superiority of socialism, and proof that Cubans were freer than 
Americans. A lot of people thought he could hove proved the point 
better If he had suggested, say, that Premier Castro should shave, 
but most people refused to buy Scnor Juantorena's master race 
theory. I mean, if running fast proved political superiority, the 
world would be run by ocelots. 


ANYWAY, the country was divided on Mac Wilkins. One-half 


thought he should be President, the other thought he should be 
deported. Still, It was the first time In history that anyone had 
taken any position on a Discus-thrower. 


The paradox of Mac Wilkins' position was that, If he were In the 


East Gcrmqn program he professed to admire, he would doubtless 
be kicked off the team. You see, part of Mac Wllkin's difficulties 
with the U.S. Olympic Committee arose when he defied its order to 
leave his training camp at Pittsburgh and report to the Olympic 
Village. It Is rather difficult to imagine an East German discus 
thrower telling the commissar of sports that he would report to the 
team when he got good and ready. 


I TRIED to point this out to Mac Wilkins at lunch the other day, 


Jim Murray 


where we gathered to celebrate the fact Mac will compete in the 
shot put In the forthcoming Sunkist Invitational track meet 
Jan. 


15. After we politely disagreed (which was nice for me because 
Wilkins is so big he makes everyone else look like a discus), I 
noted that nobody had ever been shot trying to go over the Berlin 
Wall eastward to get into the sports paradise he envied. I pointed 
out that, if Wilkins found the comparatively benevolent (and really 
unenforceable) orders of the U.S. Olympic Committee stifling, he 
might be expected to find an Olympic Committee order which had 
the backing of three divisions really unbearable. 


"I didn't say their political system was better. I said their 


athletic system was better," said Wilkins. "They do more for their 
athletes. We survive In spite of our system. It bothers me to see 
the waste of talent in this country. In the U.S., you have to do it on 
your own. It's perhaps why we won only four individual gold med- 
als In track and field." 


I told him I had the feeling that if he aired these views on the 


East German team, there would soon be squads of guys in jack- 
boots conducting a house-to-house search for him. 


"But the U.S. Committee lied to me and to Al Feuerbach," he 


said. "They told us we had to report to the Village when in fact we 
didn't. My friends on other teams thought it was laughable that 
our authorities would interrupt our training, and would care so 
little for our athletic well-being." 


"I CANT Imagine Wolfgang Schmidt's committee even having 


to bother to lie to him," I retorted. "They would have just told him 
be there and click his heels and say Ma wohl!' You mean you 
would want to conform to a system like that?" 


"If what they told me to do was In my athletic best interest, I 


would do it," Wilkins doggedly insisted. "I think their program is 
in the best Interest of the athlete. Certainly, ours U not." 


Yes, but didn't he receive an athletic scholarship to the Univer- 


sity of Oregon? "Yes, and now the NCAA has ruled no more than 
14 scholarships total for track and field for colleges and univer- 
sities. That's not 14 a year, the way football has 30 a year, but 14 
for four years. Does that cheer you up?" 


Maybe not. But, if Mae Wilkins has a point, at least, he can 


make it out loud in a restaurant In Los Angeles and not have to do 
it cranking out leaflets in a cellar in Leipzig with a lookout posted.

A county Investigator who lives In 


tho Chcrrywood Apartment complex 
and was the first at the scene said the 
Gays' ground floor apartment showed 
signs of a struggle, Including over- 
turned furniture and largo blood 
stains in the foyer and the steps. 


Tho couple had a history of family 


arguments, according to Shustcd. 
"There have been problems In the 
past, of course, but how aggravated 


they were Isn't known," the prose- 
cutor said.

Chief Seth Stichler said Mrs. Gay had 
filed charges of assault and battery 
against her husband this year but lat- 
er withdrew the charges.

Countless thousands of rivers and streams flow 


over the land and empty into the sea. Whether they 


' are turbulent or gently rippling, these waters pick up 


all kinds of minerals from the rocks and soil as they 
move along. The mineral that comes out most read- 
ily Is salt (sodium chloride), but compounds of mag- 
nesium, calcium and potassium arc also part of the 
bounty that reaches the oceans. 


The Earth's atmosphere also plays a part In the 


sally ocean story. When the warm, dry air evapo- 
rates water from the sea's surface, it leaves most of 


the dissolved chemicals behind. However, countless 
tiny fragments of minerals are carried aloft by wind 
currents, absorbed Into clouds, and eventually fall 
back to the earth In raindrops. And millions of tons 
of sea-salt are returned to the land by dry ocean 
winds. 


Scientists tell us that some oceans arc saltier than 


others, but that all arc becoming a fraction more 
salty all the time. It is estimated that there are 
enough minerals in the ocean to make a solid layer 
about 185 feet thick over the entire ocean floor — 
and about three-quarters of the solid material is salt. 


The salty, oceans and seas contain about 97 per 


cent of all the water on the Earth, and more and

'The Next Man' interesting 
film about the Arab world 


by DICK KLEINER 


There's an Interesting film out now 


called "The Next Man," with Sean 
Connery and Cornelia Sharpe. It's a 
modern story about a moderate Arab 
who tries to cool down the mid-East 
conflict and Is marked for execution 
for his pains. 


Martin Bergman produced it and 


also had a hand in the writing. He 
says he believes there are many mod- 
crates in the Arab world today. 


"The picture," he says, "was thor- 


oughly researched. We even took the 
script to the U.N. and showed it to a 
few of the Arab country delegations. 


"I got the distinct impression that 


there are many moderates In the mid- 
East, although not many of them are 
In positions of power. But I have rea- 
son to believe that it is possible for 
the moderate view to become stronger 
soon." 


THE PICTURE was shot in many 


places — including Morocco. But 
Bergman says the Moroccans had not 
seen the script when they gave him 
permission to shoot there. It is prob- 
able that they might not have done so, 
had they known the position the film 
takes. 


The female star of tht film, Cor- 


nelia Sharpe, is definitely a comer 
and her role as an assassin in "The 
Next Man" should be a big boost to her 
career. You may remember her from 
"Serplco" — she was Al Pocino's girl 
friend in the bathtub scene — and 
"Busting" and "The Reincarnation of 
Peter Proud." 


But this is her first big part. 
"It's the best woman's part in a 


film in 15 years," Ms. Sharpe says, 
which is certainly an exaggeration but 
clearly shows her enthusiasm. "Ac- 
tually, It's the equal of the male

Children, parents discuss show 
TV helps open channel 
in generation gap talks 


by JOAN IIANAUER 


NEW YORK (UPI) — The scene 


was a press conference held at NBC 
by the Teachers Guides to Television 
and one speaker was a teen-age stu- 
dent at a New York high school. 


"Most of the people haven't grown 


up with television," she said, referr- 
ing to her parents' generation. "When 
we get to be 35 we'll understand bet- 
ter because we grew up with it." 


One of the things that Debbie, who 


attends Cathedral, a Roman Catholic 
high school, was referring to was the 
use of television as a teaching and 
learning aid, rather than merely an 
electronic babysitter. 


CATHEDRAL IN New York, Cen- 


tral Junior High in Amcricus, Ga., 
and fourth and fifth graders in Char- 
lottesville, Va,, all arc taking part in 
Parent Participation TV Workshops 
conducted by Teachers Guides to 
Television and keyed to the NBC 
"Special Treat" weekday afternoon 
children's television specials. Schools 
in Philadelphia and Chicago also have 
become involved in the program, al- 
though they were not originally part 
of the pilot project. 


The "Special Treat" shows are 


scheduled for the afternoon and the 
project involves rounding up the par- 
ents to watch the shows in school with 
their children. 


Teachers then lead discussions to 


help show parents how they can 
watch television with their children 
and use open-ended questions to lead 
into explorations of broader subjects. 


THE DRAMA "Big Henry and the 


Polka Dot Kid," which had been 
shown Nov. 9, was a case in point. 


The story line dealt with an orphan 
sent to live with his stern, frugal 
uncle, and the uncle's decision to put 
to sleep an old dog who is of no fur- 
ther use. 


In the discussions following the 


film, topics from morality and value 
judgments to new looks at discipline 
problems came up. The'rangc extend- 
ed from rules about girls chewing 
gum to whether a 12-year-old should 
be allowed to see X-ratcd movies. 


The value of the program, however, 


is not its attempt to answer specific 
questions. Instead, it is in learning to 
use this medium to open commu- 


nications across the generation gap 
and to use a television show as a 
starting point for a general discussion 
between parent and child. 


One of the Cathedral girls said In- 


itially her mother was interested but 
her father scoffed at the idea of tele- 
vision being of anything more than 
entertainment value. 


"Then he heard mother and me dis- 


cussing something and he got into it," 
she added. 


Another girl denied her family held 


discussions. 


"We just throw comments at each 


other," she said.

It is 
separated on the cast by railroad 
tracks from a major black section of 
the city. 


Daley had lived all his 74 >ears In 


the neighborhood; he attended church 
every morning at Nativity of Our 
Lord Catholic Church, 
IMt blocks 


south of his home at 3536 S Lowe 
Avo, and frequently took in White 
Sox baseball games six blocks to the 
cast. 


In the first hours following his 


death, Lowe Avenue and the streets 
around it were empty, except for a 
handful of youngsters and a number 
of police who had cordoned off the 
area. 


Police had blocked off the 3500 


block of Lowe Avenue shortly after 
the reports of Daley's Illness. Later, 
after Daley had died and a police 
squad returned members of his family 
to his home, reporters in the area 
were ordered off the street. 


MUST RESIDENTS stayed Inside 


their houses, many of them staring 
out their windows at the Daley house, 
adorned with a Christmas wreath and 


bordered by greenery. Older women 
out on errands or returning home with 
groceries wept openly. 


Mrs. 
Hucls, who lives almost 


directly opposite the mayor's house at 
3541 S. Lowe Avc., recalled that when 
her father died, the mayor's wife 
Eleanor (Sis) Daley had been the first 
to call on the family. 


"He was a beautiful, beautiful 


man," she said. "I feel very sorry for 
them right now. I know what they're 
going through. We pray for them and 
love them." 


AT 37th STIIEET and Wallace Ave- 


nue, crowds of youngsters gathered in 
the crisp night air us police barri- 


caded the 37th Street entrance to Na- 
tivity church and McKeon Funeral 
Home, where the body was taken. 


Sheila Fleagle, 352 W. 37th St, 


shook her head. 


"I just can't believe it,"

Fleagle said "He's been mayor ever 
since I was born almost" 


Hoscanne Waslesyn, 3725 S Wallace 


Ave , kept her hands in her pockets as 
she stared at the police units that 
were asking residents for identi- 
fication before permitting them doun 
the street. 


"IT'S WORTH waiting I don't know 


what I'm waiting for," the teen-ager 
said. "I think he was pretty good." 


Lawrence Devcns, 4205 S Lowe 


Ave., had been trying to phone a 
friend before returning home. But all 
the lines in the neighborhood were 
tied up for an hour after Daley's 
death. 


He didn't know Daley personally, 


Devens said, although he had waved 
to him a couple of times. But he 
added that it was well-known what the 
neighborhood thought of him. 


"They loved him," he observed. 


"For a lot of people around here who 
knew him, you wouldn't even know he 
was a mayor. 


"He was more of a neighbor than a 


mayor."

There arc no clear favorites for a 


successor to Daley, but there are 
signs that a major struggle will 
emerge for the leadership position. 


Although Daley was deeply embar- 


rassed in his lost hurrah by falling to 
carry Illinois for Jimmy Carter Nov. 
2, the president-elect was one of the 
first major political figures to express 
Ills sorrow. 


IN A STATEMENT from Plains, 


Ga., Carter said, "He was a great and 
good friend to me and a great Demo- 
cratic leader." 


President Ford, from his vacation 


spot at Vail, Colo., expressed sorrow 
and said the mayor "has been a domi- 
nant force In American politics for 
many yean. His career of public ser- 
vice at the state and city level, and 
his participation in national legisla- 
tion and policies, reflect his strong be- 
lief In and dedication to the vitality of 
the American cities." 


After on active and apparently hap- 


py morning, the feisty mayor com- 
plained of chest pains and hurried to 
the office of his personal physician, 
Dr Thomas Coogan Jr., at 900 N. 
Michigan Avc at about 1:43 p m. 


While he was being examined by 


Coogan, Daley put in a call to his son, 
Michael. Coogan left the room and, 
while he was gone, Daley suffered his 
attack. He became unconscious and 
never revived despite efforts of a 
team of doctors, paramedics and fire- 
fighters rushed to Coogan's office. 


At 3:40 p m., while members of his 


large family waited nearby, the doc- 
tors attending him gave up hope. 


Dr Barry Shapiro, one of the team 


of doctors from nearby Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital who fought to save 
Daley's life, described the battle: 


"WHEN I GOT there Dr. Coogan, 


who is the mayor's doctor, was there 
with four paramedics and they were 
giving n heart massage, a closed chest 
massage and ventilating the mayor 
with what's called a hand ventilator. 
An I-V was In place. 


"When I first walked In, I could sec 


that there were very serious circum- 
stances. His pupils were fixed, the 
color was very poor. It was obvious to 
me that there wns very little hope of 
resuscitation. I began ventilating, and 
got a tube In his windpipe. 


"It became clear to me that there 


was air escaping Into the right chest 
— called the pncumothornx. I made a 
small Incision into the right chest, 
placed a hcmostat into the chest 
which allowed the gas under pressure 
to escape 
" . . . We could feel a pulse with a 


closed chest massage but there was no 
pulse on his own and the elec- 
trocardiogram was showing a straight 
line ... We continued with rcsuscita- 
tlvc efforts ... at no time was there 
any spontaneous heartbeat. At that 
time, we all agreed that It was a 
hopeless circumstance and we all 
agreed that he was dead." 


So died the man known in his time 


as the "sultan of clout," "King Rich- 
ard," and the man who ran "the city 
that works." 


A MAN OF old fashioned ways, In 


the eyes of many, Daley was the mod- 
el of an old fashioned politician until 
the last. 


He began his last day by attending 


the annual breakfast for city depart- 
ment heads. There he got a surprise 
gift — two round trip air tickets to 
Ireland, worth $1,360 each. Daley and 
his wife, "Sis," had planned to visit 
the home of the Daley ancestors next 
Spring. 


Then he was off to dedicate a new 


gymnasium at Mann Park on the 
South Side Short, portly and ruddy, 
Daley still knew what to do with a 
basketball when one was handed to

Grim news leaves 
commuters silent 


Thousands of commuters left their downtown Chicago jobs Mon- 


day evening only to find the grim news at the Chicago and North 
Western Ry. Station: Mayor Daley was dead. 


Newspapers with 2-inch high headlines proclaiming "Daley is 


stricken," "Daley dies," and "Mayor Is dead at 74" told the story. 
The newspapers were snatched up as fast as free money. 


On a train back to the Northwest suburbs all was silent as riders 


read the news. Those without newspapers leaned across the aisle to 
read the paper of the person next to them. 


"I thought he was assassinated when I read that headline," said a 


rider bound for Mount Prospect. "You know I'm kind of relieved 
to hear it was a heart attack." 


"What will happen to Chicago now?" asked one woman to the 


man next to her. "I wonder who they got to replace him." 


BY THE TIME the train reached Mount Prospect most of the 


passengers had read the news. Papers lying on their laps or on 
the floor, few riders commented on Daley's death. 


Talk of the heart attack prompted a conversation about pacema- 


kers by three men. 


In the Arlington Heights station there were still some people who 


hadn't heard the news. 


"He did a lot of good," said a woman from Arlington Heights. 


"He did some things bad, but he did a lot of good." 


"That's right," added a woman who was bound for Chicago. "All 


these government people, they make some mistakes, but they try 
to do their best."

For many suburbanites, Mayor 


Richard J. Daley, the legendary 
Democratic wheclhorsc who gave 
meaning to the word 'clout,' was a 
near mythical figure who ventured 
into their domain only on the rarest of 
occasions. 


Few area political figures were 


even close to the inner circle of 
Democratic politics in Cook County. 
As a result they had little personal or 
professional rapport with him. 


"Daley himself could fill anyone's 


shoes, but there is no one who can fill 
his," James Stavros, former Wheeling 
Township Democratic commutccman, 
said Monday. 


Stavros had more contact witli Da- 


ley than other area politicians during 
the mayor's term in office Other area 
politicians joined Stavros, how ever, in 
saying Daley w.is misunderstood by 
many who were critical of his activi- 
ties. 


"That was strictly for their pres- 


tige. They could not get their name m 
the paper supporting him so they 
were critics," Stavros said. 


Stavros was convicted in 1974 in 


connection with a zoning shakedown 
scandal in Wheeling. 


EVEN THOUGH Daley's appear- 


ances in the suburbs during the past 
15 years can be counted on one hand, 
Stavros noted the mayor came to the 
Northwest suburbs twice during his 
tenure. 


"He came out for several township

"Right now, all she can talk 


about is getting home for Christ- 
mas," said Judy Vogel, her moth- 
er. "I haven't had the guts to tell 
her she'll be here six weeks. To a 
kid, six weeks is forever. 


"CHRISTMAS HAS been can- 


celled for us," Mrs. Vogcl said. 
"The doctor said she might be 
able to come home in a plastic 
bubble for an hour or two Christ- 
mas Day to see the tree. But at 
best that's iffy." 


The Vogels' nightmare began 


Saturday afternoon in their house 
at 1058 Anderson Dr. when Dana 
was practicing a magic trick, 
writing words with lemon juice 
and making them appear by hold- 
ing the paper over a flame. 


She reached over the candle to 


pick up a flame snuffer, and her 
blouse burst Into flames. 


"I was on the phone when it 


happened and I saw her run up 
the stairs on fire," Mrs Vogcl 
said. "I yelled for her to drop and 
roll, but she wouldn't so I fell on 
her and started beating the 
flames out. Her shirt went up like 
it was plastic or Saran Wrap.

May 1, 1977. The mayor's salary was 
last Increased May 1,1973. 


The city council, however, defeated 


motions which would have established 
salaries for a part-time mayor and 
full-tune city manager In the event 


the city decided to change to that 
form of government. 


I N S T E A D . THE CITY council 


passed by a 13-to-3 margin a motion 
ending the city's mayoral ordinance 
to state that the post is Intended to be 
full-time and the principal occupation 
of the person holding the office. 


The council rejected a proposal by 


Alan Abrams, 8th, that would have 
allowed Des Plaines voters to decide 
if they want a Mi-time or part-time 
mayor. 


Abrams asked the city council to re-

The second phase of the Superblock 


downtown redevelopment project In 
Des Ptaincs has been approved by two 
city advisory commissions. 


The plan commission and zoning 


board of appeals have reviewed the 
project plans and recommended city 
council approval. The project now will 
go before the city council's municipal 
development committee for further 
review. 


The second phase, consisting of 


stores and shops, will be a contin- 
uation of the three-level enclosed 
shopping mall and the 10-story office 
building under construction. It will be 
on the south side of Ellinwood Street 
between Center and Lee streets. 


The Superblock project is a $15 mil- 


lion Joint venture by J. R. Gottlieb 
and Co., Chicago, and Rlkson and Ste- 
vens Inc., Des Plaines. 


MEL HELMS, VICE president of J. 


R. Gottlieb, said the developers plan 
to start work on the second phase by 
next spring or summer, after the first 
phase of the mall Is complete.' The of- 
fice building Is expected to be finished 
early next year. 


The second phase will have 52,600 


square ieet of retail area, but Helms 
said he is unsure how many stores 
and shops will locate in that part of 
the mall.

Before second phase construction 


begins, the developers must raze 
three buildings on the site.

Residents of Elk Grovo Township

should know by Feb. 0 if there will be 
a referendum on a unit school district 
proposed for the Dist 59 area. 


With public hearings on the unit dis- 


trict proposal concluded County 
Schools Supt Richard Marrwick must 
approve or deny tho unit district peti- 
tion by Jan. 10. 


Martwick's recommendation then 


will be sent to State Schools Supt. Jo- 
seph Cronin who will have 30 days to 
decide if there will be a referendum 
on the Issue. If (hero is a referendum 
only Dist. 59 residents will be allowed 
to vote. 


In making his decision, the Illinois 


School Code requires Cronin to consid- 
er If the proposed district will have 
sufficient enrollment and financial re- 
sources to provide and maintain a 
recognized educational program for 
(trades kindergarten through 12; If tho 
proposed school district is in tho best 
Interests of the schools of the area 
and the educational welfare of the pu- 
pils involved; and If the territory of 
tho proposed district is compact and 
contiguous for school purposes. 


TIIB UNIT DISTRICT proposal 


would combine Dist. 59 schools and 
Elk Grovo and Forest View high 
schools under one school board ad- 
ministration. Currently, Dist. 59 Is one 
of seven elementary districts In the 
Dist. 214 area. 


Martwlck has held six public hear- 


ings on tho issue since October. Dur- 
ing the first three, proponents of the 
unit district were allowed to call wit- 
nesses. In the next two hearings those 
who opposed tho unit district called 
witnesses. In the last hearing citizen* 
were allowed to discuss the unit dis- 
trict. 


PROPONENTS of the unit district 


plan say the school reorganization 
plan would havo minimal impact on 
the remaining portion of Olst. 214, but 
would offer significant financial and 
educational benefits to the residents 
of Disk 59. They say these benefits 
Include: 


• Tax revenues generated from lo- 


cal residents would remain in their 
area rather than supporting the larger 
area of Dist.

Coogan, Daley put in u call to Ids son, 
Michael. Coogan left the room and, 
while he was gone. Daley suffered his 
attack. He became unconscious and 
never revived despite efforts of a 
learn of doctors, paramedics and fire- 
fighters rushed to Coogan's office. 


At 3:40 p.m., while members of his 


large family waited nearby, the doc- 
tors attending him gave up hope. * 


Dr. Barry Shapiro, one of the team 


of doctors from nearby Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital who fought to save 
Daley's life, described the buttle: 


"WHEN I GOT there Dr. Coogan. 


who is the mayor's doctor, was there 
with four paramedics and they were 
giving a heart massage, a closed chest 
massage and ventilating the mayor 
with what's called a hand ventilator. 
An I-V was in place. 


"When I first walked in, I could sec 


that there were very serious circum- 
stances. Ills pupils were fixed, the 
color was very poor. It was obvious lo 
mo that there was very little hope of 
resuscitation. I began ventilating, and 
gol u tube in his windpipe. 


"It became clear to me that there 


was air escaping into the right chest 
— called the pneumothorax. 1 made a 
small Incision into the right chest, 
placed a hcmostat Into the chest 
which allowed (lie gas under pressure 
lo escape. 


" . . . We could feel a pulse with n 


closed chest massage but there was no 
pul.se on his own and the elec- 
trocardiogram was showing a straight 
line . . . We continued with resuscita- 
live efforts . . . at no time was there 
nny spontaneous heartbeat. At that 
lime, we all agreed that it was a 
hopeless circumstance 
and we all 


agreed that he was dead." 


So died the man known In his time 


as the "sultan .of clout," "King Itlch- 
nrd," and the man who ran "the cily 
that works." 


A MAN OF old fashioned ways, In 


the eyes of many. Daley was the mod- 
el of an old fashioned politician until 
Ihc last. 


He began his last day by attending 


Hie annual breakfast for city depart- 
ment heads. There he got a surprise 
gift — two round trip air tickets to 
Ireland, worth $1,300 each. Daley and 
his wife, "Sis," hod planned to visit 
the home of Ihc Daley ancestors next 
Spring. 


Then he was off to dedicate a new 


gymnasium at Mann Park on the 
South Side. Short, portly and ruddy, 
Daley still knew what to do with a 
basketball when one was handed to

Grim news leaves 
commuters silent 


Thousands of commuters left their downtown Chicago jobs Mon- 


day evening only to find the grim news at the Chicago and North 
Western Ry. Station: Mayor Daley was dead. 


Newspapers with 2-inch high headlines proclaiming "Daley is 


stricken," "Daley dies," and "Mayor is dead nt 74" told the story. 
The newspapers were snatched up as fast as free money. 


On a train back to Ihc Northwest suburbs all was silent as riders 


read the news. Those without newspapers leaned across the aisle to 
read the paper of the person next to them. 


"I thought he was assassinated when I read that headline," said a 


rider bound for Mount Prospect. "You know I'm kind of relieved 
to hear it was a heart attack." 


"What will happen to Chicago now?" asked one woman to the 


man next to her. "I wonder who they got to replace him." 


BV THE TIME the train reached Mount Prospect most of the 


passengers had read the news. Papers lying on their laps or on 
the floor, few riders commented on Daley's death. 


Talk of the heart attack prompted a conversation about pacema- 


kers by three men. 


In the Arlington Heights station there were still some people who 


hadn't heard the news. 


"He did a lot of good," said a woman from Arlington Heights. 


"He did some things bad, but he did a lot of good." 


"That's right," added a woman who was bound for Chicago. "All

this year for Dana Vogcl's family. 


The 8-year-old Palatine third 


grader was severely burned Satur- 
day while practicing a 
magic 


trick and wilt spend Christmas in 
a sterile room at Northwest Cora- 
Hi u n i t y 
Hospital, 
Arlington 


Heights. 


"Rlglit now, all she can talk 


about is getting home for Christ- 
mas," said Judy Vogcl, her moth- 
er. "I haven't had the guts to tell 
her she'll be here six weeks. To a 
kid, six weeks is forever. - 


"CHRISTMAS HAS been can- 


celled for us," Mrs. Vogel said. 
"The doctor said she might be 
able to come home in a plastic 
bubble for an hour or two Christ- 
mas Day to see the tree. But at 
best that's iffy." 


The Vogels' nightmare began 


Saturday afternoon in their house 
at 10591 Anderson Dr. when Dana 
was practicing a magic trick, 
writing words with lemon juice 
and making them appear by hold- 
ing the paper over a flame. 


She reached over the candle to 


pick up a flame snuffer, and her 
blouse burst into flames. 


"I was on the phone when it 


happened and I saw her run up 
the stairs on fire," Mrs. Vogel 
said. "I yelled for her lo drop and 
roll, but she wouldn't so I fell on 
her and started 
beating the 


flames out. Her shirt went up like 
it was plastic or Saran Wrap. I 
assumed children's clothing was 
nonflammable, but I guess I was 
wrong."

IN ItninGEI'OHT. Daley wasn't

Bridgeport is a white ethnic neigh- 


borhood on Chicago's South Side. It Is 
separated on I lie cast by railroad 
trucks from a mujor black section of 
the city. 


Daley had lived all his "•) years in 


the neighborhood; he attended church 
ever)' morning at Nativity of Our 
Lord Catholic Church, I1: blocks 
south of his home at U.Vlli S. Lowe 
Avc.. and frequently took in White 
Sox baseball games six blocks to the 
east. 


In the first hours following his 


death. Lowe Avenue and the streets 
around it were empty, except for a 
handful of youngsters and a number 
of police who had cordoned off the 
area. 


Police had blocked off the 3300 


block of Lowe Avenue shortly after 
the reports of Daley's Illness. Later, 
after Daley had died and a police 
squad returned members of his family 
to bis home, reporters in the area 
were ordered off the street. 


MOST RESIDENTS stayed Inside 


their houses, many of them staring 
out their windows at the Daley house, 
adorned with a Christmas wreath and 


bordered by greenery- Older women 
out on errands or returning home with 
groceries wept openly. 


Mrs. 
Htiols, 
who lives almost 


directly opposite the mayor's house at 
3541 S. Lowe Ave., recalled that when 
her father died, the mayor's wife 
Eleanor (Sis) Daley had been the first 
to call on the family. 


"He was a beautiful, 
beautiful 


man," she said. "I feel very sorry for 
them right now. I know what they're 
going through. We pray for them and 
love them." 


AT 37th STREET and Wallace Ave- 


nue, crowds of youngsters gathered in 
the crisp night air as police barri- 


caded the 37th Street entrance to Na- 
tivity church and McKeon Funeral 
Home, where the body was taken. 


Sheila Fleaglc, 552 W. 37th St., 


shook her head. 


"I just can't believe it," Mrs. 


Fleagle said. "He's been mayor ever 
since I was bom almost." 


Roseanne Waslcsyn, 3725 S. Wallace 


Ave., kept her hands in her pockets as 
she stared-at the police units that 
were asking residents 
for identi- 


fication before permitting them down 
the street. 


"IT'S WORTH waiting. I don't know 


what I'm waiting for," the teen-ager 
said. "I think ho was pretty good." 


Lawrence Devens, 4205 S. Lowe 


Ave., had been trying to phone a 
friend before returning home. But all 
the lines in the neighborhood were 
tied up for an hour after Daley's 
death. 


He didn't know Daley personally. 


Devens said, although he had waved 
to him- a couple of times. But ha 
added that it was well-known what the 
neighborhood thought of him. 


"They loved him," he observed. 


"For a lot of people around here who 
knew him, you wouldn't even know he 
was a mayor. 


"He was more of a neighbor than a 


mayor."

Carter said, "He was a great and 
good friend to me ami a great Demo- 
cratic leader." 


President Ford, from his vacation 


spot ut Vail, Colo., expressed sorrow 
and said the mayor "has been u domi- 
nant force in American politics for 
many years. His career of public ser- 
vice at the stale and city level, and 
his participation in national legisla- 
tion and policies, reflect his strong be- 
lief in and dedication to the vitality of 
the American cities." 


After an active and apparently hap- 


py morning, the feisty mayor com- 
plained of chest pains and hurried to 
the office of his personal physician, 
Dr. Thomas Coogan Jr.. at 90« N. 
Michigan Aw. at about 1:45 p.m. 


While he was being examined by 


Coogan, Daley put in a call to bis son, 
Michael. Coogan left the* room and, 
while he was gone. Daley suffered his 
attack. He became unconscious and 
never revived despite efforts of a 
team of doctors, paramedics ami fire- 
fighters rushed to Coogan's office. 


At 3:40 p.m.. while members of his 


large family waited nearby, the doc- 
tors attending him gave up hope. 


Dr, Barry Shapiro, one of the team 


of doctors from nearby Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital who fought to save 
Daley's life, described the battle: 


"WHEN I GOT there Dr. Coogan, 


who is the mayor's doctor, was there 
with four paramedics and they were 
giving a heart massage, a closed chest 
massage and ventilating the mayor 
with what's called a hand ventilator. 
An !-V was in place. 


"When I first walked in, I could sec 


that there were very serious circum- 
stances. His pupils were fixed, the 
color was very poor. It was obvious to 
me that there was very little hope of 
resuscitation. I began ventilating, and 
got a tube in his windpipe. 


"It became clear to me that there 


was air escaping Into the right chest 
— called the pneumothorax. I made a 
small Incision into the right chest, 
placed a hcmostat into the chest 
which allowed the gas under pressure 
to escape, 
" . . . We could feel a pulse with a 


closed chest massage but there was no 
pulse on his own and the elec- 
trocardiogram was showing a straight 
line . . . We continued with rcsuscita- 
live efforts . . . at no time was there 
any spontaneous heartbeat. At that 
time, wu nil agreed that it was a 
hopeless circumstance and we all 
agreed that he was dead." 


So died the man known in his time 


as the "sultan of clout," "King Rich- 
ard," and the man who ran "the city 
that works." 


A MAN OF old fashioned ways, In 


the eyes of many, Daley was the mod- 
el of an old fashioned politician until 
the last. 


He l>cgaii his last day by attending 


the annual breakfast for city' depart- 
•inent heads. There lie got a surprise 
gift — two round trip air tickets to 
Ireland, worth $1,360 each. Daley and 
his wife. "Sis," had planned to visit 
the home of the Daley ancestors next 
Spring. 


Then he was off to dedicate a new 


gymnasium at Mann Park on the 
South Side. Short, portly and ruddy, 
Daley still knew what to do with a 
basketball when one was handed to

Grim news leaves 
commuters silent 


Thousands of commuters left their downtown Chicago jobs Mon- 


day evening only to find the grim news at the Chicago and North 
Western Ry. Station: Mayor Daley was dead. 


Newspapers with 2-inch high headlines proclaiming "Daley is 


stricken." "Daley dies." and "Mayor Is dead at 74" told the story. 
The newspapers were snatched up as fast as free money. 


On a train back to the Northwest suburbs all was silent as riders 


read the news. Those without newspapers leaned across the aisle to 
read the paper of the person next to them. 


"I thought he was assassinated when I read that headline," said a 


rider bound for Mount Prospect. "You know I'm kind of relieved 
to hear it was a heart attack." 


"What will happen to Chicago now?" asked one woman to the 


man next to her. "I wonder who they got to replace him." 


BY THE TIME the train reached Mount Prospect most of the 


passengers had read the news. Papers lying on their laps or on 
the floor, few riders commented on Daley's death. 


Talk of the heart attack prompted a conversation about pacema- 


kers by three men. 


In the Arlington Heights station there were still some people who 


hadn't heard the news. 


"He did a lot of good," said a woman from Arlington Heights. 


"He did some things bad, but he did a lot of good." 


"That's right," added a woman who was bound for Chicago. "All 


these government people, they make some mistakes, but they try 
to do their best." 


RICHARD J. DALEY is dead after 21 years of leading Chicago as 
mayor. The 74-year-old Daley, elected to six forms as mayor, has been a 
major political force in the national Democratic party, as well as on 


state and local levels.

For many suburbanites,

Richard J. 
Daley, the legendary 


Democratic 
wheelhorsc who gave 


meaning to the word 'clout,' was a 
near mythical figure who ventured 
into their domain only on the rarest of 
occasions. 


Few area political figures were 


even close to the inner circle of 
Democratic politics in Cook County. 
As a result they had little personal or 
professional rapport with him. 


"Daley himself could fill anyone's 


shoes, but there is no one who can fill 
his," James Stavros, former Wheeling 
Township Democratic committecman, 
said Monday. • 


Stavros had more contact with Da- 


ley than other area politicians during 
the mayor's term in office. Other area 
politicians joined Stavros, however, in 
saying Daley was misunderstood by 
many who were critical of his activi- 
ties. 


"That was strictly for their pres- 


tige. They could not get their name in 
tlie paper supporting him so they 
were critics," Stavros said. 


Stavros was convicted in 1974 in 


connection with a zoning shakedown 
scandal In Wheeling. 


EVEN THOUGH Daley's appear- 


ances in the suburbs during the past 
15 years can be counted on one hand, 
Stavros noted the mayor came to the 
Northwest suburbs twice during his 
tenure. 


"He came out for several township

celled for us," Mrs. Vogel said. 
"The doctor said she might be 
able to come home in a plastic 
bubble for an hour or two Christ- 
mas Day to sec the tree. But at 
best that's iffy." 


The Vogcls' nightmare began 


Saturday afternoon in their house 
at 1058 Anderson Dr. when Dana 
was practicing a magic trick, 
writing words with lemon juice 
and making them appear by hold- 
ing the paper over a flame. 


She reached over the candle to 


pick up a flame snuffer, and her 
blouse burst into flames. 


"I was on the phone when It 


happened and I saw her run up 
the stairs on fire," Mrs, Vogel 
said.

President Ford, from his vacation 


spot at Vnll, Colo., expressed sorrow 
ami said the mayor "has been a domi- 
nant forco in American politics for 
many years. His career of public ser- 
vice at the state and city level, and 
his participation In national legisla- 
tion and policies, reflect his strong be- 
lief in and dedication to the vitality of 
the American cities." 


After an active and apparently hap- 


py morning, the feisty mayor com- 
plained of chest pains and hurried to 
the office of his personal physician. 
Dr. Thomas Coogan Jr.. at 900 N. 
Michigan Avc. at about 1:45 p.m. 


While he was being examined by 


Coogan, Daley put in a call to his son, 
Michael. Coogan left the room and, 
while he was gone, Daley suffered his 
attack. He became unconscious and 
never revived despite efforts of a 
team of doctors, paramedics and fire- 
fighters rushed to Coogan's office. 


At 3:40 p.m.. while members of his 


large family waited nearby, the doc- 
tors attending him gave up hope. 


Dr. Barry Shapiro, one of the team 


of doctors from nearby Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital who fought to save 
Daley's life, described the battle: 


"WIIKN I GOT there Dr. Coogan. 


who is the mayor's doctor, was there 
with four paramedics and they were 
giving a heart massage, a closed chest 
massage and ventilating the mayor 
witli what's called a hand ventilator. 
An I-V was In place. 


"When I first walked in, I could sec 


that there were very serious circum- 


• stances. His pupils were fixed, the 


color was very poor. It was obvious to 
me that there was very little hope of 
resuscitation. I began ventilating, and 
got 21 tube in his windpipe. 


"It became clear to me that there 


was air escaping into the right chest 
— called the pnoumolhorax. I made a 
small Incision into the right chest, 
placed a hcmostat into the chest 
which allowed the gas under pressure 
to escape. 
" . . . We could feel a pulse with a 


closed chest massage but there was no 
pulse on his own and the elec- 
trocardiogram was showing a straight 
lino . . . We continued with rcsuscita- 
tivc efforts ... at no time was there 
any spontaneous heartbeat.' At that 
time, we all agreed that it was a 
hopeless circumstance and we all 
agreed that he was dead." 


So died the man known in his time 


as the "sultan of clout," "King Rich- 
ard." and the man who ran "the city 
that works." 


A MAN OF old fashioned ways, in 


the eyes of many, Daley was the mod- 
el of an old fashioned politician until 
the last. . 


He hegnn his last day by attending 


the annual breakfast for city depart- 
ment heads. There he got n surprise 
gift — two round trip air tickets to 
Ireland, worth J1.3GO each. Daley and 
Ills wife, "Sis," had planned to visit 
the home of the Daley ancestors next 
Spring. 


Then he was off to dedicate a new 


gymnasium at Mann Park on the 
South Side. Short, portly and ruddy, 
Daley still knew what to do with a 
basketball when one was handed to

Grim news leaves 
commuters silent 


Thousands of commuters left their downtown Chicago jobs Mon- 


day evening only to find the grim news at the Chicago and North 
Western Ry. Station: Mayor Daley was dead. 


Newspapers with 2-Inch high headlines proclaiming "Daley is 


stricken." "Daloy dies." and "Mayor Is dead at 74" told the story. 
The newspapers were snatched up as fast as free money. 


On a train back to the Northwest suburbs all was silent as riders 


read the news. Those without newspapers leaned across (he aisle to 
read the paper of the person next to them. 


"I thought he was assassinated when I read that headline," said a 


rider bound for Mount Prospect. "You know I'm kind of relieved 
to hear it was a heart attack." 


"What will happen to Chicago now?" asked one woman to the 


man next to her. "I wonder who they got to replace him." 


BY THE TIME the train reached Mount Prospect most of the 


passengers had read the news. Papers lying on their laps or on 
the floor, few riders commented on Daley's death. 


Talk of the heart attack prompted a conversation about pacema- 


kers by three men. 


In the Arlington Heights station there were still some people who 


hadn't heard the news. 


"He did a lot of good." said a woman from Arlington Heights. 


"He did some things bad, but he did a lot of good." 


"That's right." added a woman who was bound for Chicago. "All 


these government people, they make some mistakes, but they try 
to do their best."

"CHRISTMAS HAS been can- 


celled for us," Mrs. Vogcl said. 
"The doctor said she might be 
able to come home in a plastic 
bubble for an hour or two Christ- 
mas Day to see the tree. But at 
best that's iffy." 


The Vogcls' nightmare began 


Saturday afternoon in (heir house 
at 1058 Anderson Dr. when Dana 
was practicing a magic trick, 
writing words with lemon juice 
and making them appear by hold- 
ing the paper over a flame. 


She reached over the candle to 


pick up a flame snuffer, and her 
blouse burst into flames.

President Ford, from his vacation 


spot at Vail, Colo., expressed sorrow 
and said the mayor "has been n domi- 
nant force In American politics for 
many years. Ills career of public ser- 
vice at the state and city level, and 
his participation in national legisla- 
tion and policies, reflect his strong be- 
lief In and dedication to the vitality of 
I he American cities." 


After an active and apparently hap- 


py morning, the feisty major com- 
plained of chest pains and hurried to 
the office of his personal physician. 
Dr Thomas Coogan Jr.. at 900 X. 
Michigan Ave. at about 1:45 p.m. 


While he was being examined by 


Coogan, Daley put in a call to his son, 
Michael. Coogan left the room and, 
while he was gone. Daley suffered his 
attack. He became unconscious and 
never revived despite efforts of a 
team of doctors, paramedics and fire- 
fighters rushed to Coogan's office 


At .1:40 p.m., while members of his 


large family waited nearby, the doc- 
tors attending him gave up hope 


Dr Barry Shapiro, one of the team 


of doctors from nearby Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital uho fought to save 
Daley's life, described the battle: 


"WHEN I GOT there Dr. Coogan, 


who is the mayor's doctor, uas there 
with four paramedics and they were 
giving u hcuit massage, a closed chest 
massage and ventilating the mayor 
with u hut's called a hand vcntilutor. 
An I-V was in place. 


"When I first walked in, I could see 


that there uero very serious circum- 
stances. His pupils ucre fixed, the 
color was very poor. It was obvious to 
me that there was very little hope of 
resuscitation I began ventilating, and 
got a tube in his windpipe. . 
. "U became clear to me that there 
was air escaping Into the right chest 
— called the pncumothornx. I mode a 
small Incision into the right chest, 
placed a hemostat into the chest 
which allowed the gas under pressure 
to escape 
" . . . We could feel a pulse with a 


closed chest massage but there was no 
pulse on his own and the elec- 
trocardiogram was showing n straight 
line . . . We continued with rcsuscita- 
tive efforts . . . at no time was there 
any .spontaneous heartbeat. At that 
time, we all agreed that it was a 
hopeless circumstance and we all 
agreed that he was dead." 


So died the man known in his time 


as the "sultan of clout," "King Rich- 
ard." and the man who ran "the city 
that works " 


A MAN OF old fashioned ways, in 


the eyes of many. Daley was the mod- 
el of an old fashioned politician until 
the last. 


He began his last day by attending 


the annual breakfast for city depart- 
ment heads. There he got a surprise 
gift — two round trip air tickets to 
Ireland, worth $1.360 each. Daley and 
his wife, "Sis," had planned to visit 
the home of the Daley ancestors next 
Spring. 


Then he uas off to dedicate a new 


gymnasium at Mann Park on the 
South Side. Short, portly and ruddy, 
Daley still knew what to do with a 
basketball when one was handed to

commuters silent 


Thousands of commuters left their downtown Chicago jobs Mon-' 


day evening only to find the grim news at the Chicago and North 
Western Ry. Station: Mayor Daley was dead. 


Newspapers with 2-inch high headlines proclaiming "Daley is 


.stricken." "Daley dies," and "Mayor is dead at 74" told the story. 
The newspapers were snatched up as fast as free money. 


On a train back to the Northwest suburbs alj was silent as riders 


rend the news. Those without newspapers leaned across the aisle to 
read the paper of the person next to them. 


"I thought he was assassinated when I read that headline," said a 


rider bound for Mount Prospect. "You know I'm kind of relieved 
to hear It was a heart attack " • 


"What will happen to Chicago now?" asked one woman to the 


man next to her "I wonder uho they got to replace him." 


BY THE TIME the train reached Mount Prospect most of the 


passengers had read the news. Papers lying on their laps or on 
the floor, few riders commented on Daley's death. . 


Talk of the heart attack prompted a conversation about pacema- 


kers by three men. 


In the Arlington Heights station there were still some people who 


hadn't heard the news. 


"He did a lot of good," said a woman from Arlington Heights. 


"He did some things bad. but he did a lot of good." 


"That's.right." added a woman who was bound for Chicago. "All 


these government people, they make some mistakes, but Ihey try 
to do their best."

"Right now, all she can talk 


about is getting home for Christ- 
mas." said Judy Vogel, her moth- 
er. "I haven't had the guts to tell 
her she'll be here six weeks. To a 
kid. sis weeks is forever. 


"CHRISTMAS HAS been can- 


celled for us," Mrs. Vogel said. 
"The doctor said she might be 
able to come home in a plastic 
bubble for an hour or two Christ- 
mas Day to see the tree. But at 
best that's iffy " 


The Vogcls' nightmare began 


Saturday afternoon in their house 
at 1053 Anderson Dr. when Dana 
uas 
practicing a magic trick, 


writing words with lemon juice 
and making them appear by hold- 
ing the paper over a flame. 


She reached over the candle to 


pick up a flame snuffer, and her 
blouse burst into flames. 


"I was on the phone when it 


happened and I saw her run up 
the stairs on fire," Mrs. Vogel 
said. "I yelled for her to drop and' 
roll, but she wouldn't so I fell on 
her 
and 
started 
beating 
the 


flames out. Her shirt went up like 
it was plastic or Saran Wrap. I 
assumed children's clothing was 
nonflammable, but I guess I was 
wrong."

Empty school awaits right buyer 


The corridors of Cardinal Drive 


School in Rolling Meadows will he 
cold and empty Wednesday afternoon 
as students leave the building for the 
last time. 


After a holiday vacation, the stu- 


dents will move into the new Thomas 
Jefferson School in Hoffman Estates 
Jan. 4. But Cardinal Drive School. 
2300 Cardinal Dr., will remain cold 
and empty until Palatine Township 
Dist. 15 finds a buyer or a tenant. 


And because the building may need 


up to $200,000 worth of repairs. Dlst. 
15 Supt. Frank Whiteley says the 
school may be on the market for a 


long time. 


THE SCHOOL board decided last 


spring to close the school rather than 
spend approximately $300,000 to meet 
the state's safety requirements for 
school buildings. 


The same requirements would apply- 


to a tenant, but Whiteley says the cost 
would be a little lower. 


"We don't intend to renovate the 


building," he says. "If we lease the 
school, it will be the tenant's responsi- 
bility to renovate and maintain it. We 
had figured about $100,000 to add 
extra facilities, so if the building were 
used for another purpose, it would 


cost less than $300,000." 


If the building is sold, the new own- 


er would have to meet local building 
codes rather than the state safety 
rules for schools. 


THE 1.VCLASSHOO.M building cost 


slightly more than $385,000 to con- 
struct in 1961, but Whiteley says school 
officials have not yet established a 
selling price. 


"Until we know who the buyer Is, 


we won't know the price," he says, 
explaining that a price could be nego- 
tiated for a public agency but would 
have to be based on bids if the build-

Disabled seek training 
for radio dispatcher job 


Fire officials in Mount Prospect 


Monday began screening applications 
from disabled veterans throughout 
suburban Cook County for a radio dis- 
patchers training program that begins 
next month. 


Capt. Raymond Kordecki said 15 of 


the 30 applicants will be chosen by the 
end of the week as trainees for the 20- 
week session. The county Is financing 
the $17,597 program which Is sched- 
uled to begin Jan. 3 in the Mount 
Prospect Fire Dept. communications 
center. 


The program, approved earlier this 


month by the county board, will train 
handicapped war veterans to be radio 
operators at various communication 
centers in the Northwest suburbs. 
Among local networks in need of dis- 
patchers are Northwest Central Dis- 
patch, Northwest Community Hospital 
and several suburban fire depart- 
ments. 


In addition to providing Jobs for the 


disabled veterans, the program will 
alleviate the need for full-time fire- 
fighters to man the communications 
centers. 


To qualify as participants in the pro- 


gram, applicants "must have good vi- 
sion and a good speaking voice," Kor- 
decki said. Preference will be given 
based on residency, veteran status 
and the extent of the handicap. 


Participants will be required to 


have their own transportation to the 
training site in Mount 
Prospect. 


Transportation from the village to 
other communications facilities will 
be provided.

IN BRIDGEPORT. Daley wasn't 


just "The Mayor"; he was a neigh- 
bor. 


Bridgeport is a white ethnic neigh- 


borhood on Chicago's South Side. It is 
separated on the cast by railroad 
tracks from a major black section of 
the city. 


Daley had lived all his 74 years In 


the neighborhood; he attended church 
every morning at Nativity of Our 
Lord Catholic Church, I'.i blocks 
south of his home at 3536 S. Lowe 
Avo., and frequently took in White 
Sox baseball games six blocks to the 
cast. 


In the first hours following his 


death, Lowe Avenue and the streets 
around It were empty, except for a 
handful of youngsters and a number 
of police who had cordoned off the 
area. 


Police had blocked off the 3300 


block of Lowe Avenue shortly after 
the reports of Daley's Illness. Later, 
after Daley had died and a police 
squad returned members of his family 
to his home, reporters In the area 
were ordered off the street. 


MOST RESIDENTS stayed inside 


their houses, many of them staring 
out their windows at the Daley house, 
adorned with a Christmas wreath and

There arc no clear favorites for a 


successor to Daley, but there arc 
signs that a major struggle will 
emerge for the leadership position. 


Although Daley was deeply embar- 


rassed In his last hurrah by failing to 
carry Illinois for Jimmy Carter Nov. 
2, the president-elect was one of the 
first major political figures to express 
Ills sorrow. 


IN A STATEMENT from Plains, 


Ga., Carter said, "He was a great and 
good friend to me and a great Demo- 
cratic leader." 


President Ford, from his vacation 


spot at Vail, Colo., expressed sorrow 
and said the mayor "has been a domi- 
nant force in American politics for 
many years. His career of public ser- 
vice at the state and city level, and 
his participation in national legisla- 
tion and policies, reflect his strong be- 
lief in and dedication to the vitality of 
the American cities." 


After an active and apparently hap- 


py morning, the feisty mayor com- 
plained of chest pains and hurried to 
the office of his personal physician, 
Dr. Thomas Coogan Jr., at 900 N. 
Michigan Avc. at about 1:43 p.m. 


While he was being examined by 


Coogan, Daley put in a call to his son, 
Michael. Coogan left the room and, 
while he was gone, Daley suffered his 
attack. He became unconscious and 
never revived despite efforts of a 
team of doctors, paramedics and fire- 
fighters rushed to Coogon's office. 


At 3:40 p.m., while members of his 


large family waited nearby, the doc- 
tors attending him gave up hope. 


Dr. Barry Shapiro, one of the team 


of doctors from nearby Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital who fought to save 
Daley's life, described the battle: 


"WHEN I GOT there Dr. Coogan, 


who Is the mayor's doctor, was thcro 
with four paramedics and they were 
giving a heart massage, a closed chest 
massage and ventilating the mayor 
with what's called a hand ventilator. 
An I-V was in place. 


"When I first walked In, I could see 


that there were very serious circum- 
stances. His pupils were fixed, the 
color was very poor. It was obvious to 
me that there was very little hope of 
resuscitation. I began ventilating, and 
got a tube In his windpipe. 


"It became clear to me that there 


was nir escaping into the right chest 
— called the pneumothorax. I made a 
small incision into the right chest, 
placed a licmostot Into the chest 
which allowed the gas under pressure 
to escape. 
"... We could feel a pulse with a 


closed chest massage but there was no 
pulse on his own and the elec- 
trocardiogram was showing a straight 
line ... We continued with resuscita- 
tlvc efforts . . . at no time was there 
any spontaneous heartbeat. At that 
time, we all agreed that it was a 
hopeless circumstance and we all 
agreed that he was dead." 


So died the man known In his time 


as the "sultan of clout," "King Rich- 
ard," and the man who ran "the city 
that works." 


A MAN OF old fashioned ways, In 


the eyes of many, Daley was the mod- 
el of an old fashioned politician until 
the last. 


He began his last day by attending 


the annual breakfast for city depart- 
ment heads. There he got a surprise 
gift — two round trip air tickets to 
Ireland, worth $1,360 each. Daley and 
his wife, "Sis," had planned to 'visit 
the home of the Daley ancestors next 
Spring. 


Then he was off to dedicate a new 


gymnasium at Mann Park on the 
South Side. Short, portly and ruddy, 
Daley still knew what to do with a 
basketball when one was handed to

Grim news leaves 
commuters silent 


Thousands of commuters left their downtown Chicago jobs Mon- 


day evening only to find the grim news at the Chicago and North 
Western Ry. Station: Mayor Daley was dead. 


Newspapers with 2-inch high headlines proclaiming "Daley is 


stricken," "Daley dies," and "Mayor is dead at 74" told the story. 
The newspapers were snatched up as fast as free money. 


On a train back to the Northwest suburbs all was silent as riders 


read the news. Those without newspapers leaned across the aisle to 
read the paper of the person next to them. 


"I thought he was assassinated when I read that headline," said a 


rider bound for Mount Prospect. "You know I'm kind of relieved 
to hear it was a heart attack." 


"What will happen to Chicago now?" asked one woman to the 


man next to her. "I wonder who they got to replace him." 


BY THE TIME the train reached Mount Prospect most of the 


passengers had read the news. Papers lying on their laps or on 
the floor, few riders commented on Daley's death. 


Talk,of the heart, attack prompted a conversation about pacema- 


kers by three men. 


In the Arlington Heights station there were still some people who 


hadn't heard the news. 


"He did a lot of good," said a woman from Arlington Heights. 


"He did some things bad, but he did a lot of good." 


"That's right," added a woman who was bound for Chicago. "All 


these government people, they make some mistakes, but they try 
to do their best."

For many suburbanites. Mayor 


Richard J. Daley, the legendary 
Democratic wheelhorse who gave 
meaning to the word 'clout,' was a 
near mythical figure who ventured 
into their domain only on the rarest of 
occasions. 


*• Few area political figures were 


even close to the inner circle of 
Democratic politics in Cook County. 
As a result they had little personal or 
professional rapport with him. 


"Daley himself could fill anyone's 


shoes, but there Is no one who can fill 
his," James Stavros, former Wheeling 
Township Democratic committceman, 
said Monday. 


Stavros had more contact with Da- 


ley than other area politicians during 
the mayor's term in office. Other area 
politicians joined Stavros, however, in 
saying Daley was misunderstood by 
many who were critical of his activi- 
ties. 


"That was strictly for their pres- 


tige. They could not get their name in 
the paper supporting him so they 
were critics," Stavros said. 


Stavros was convicted in 1974 in 


connection with a zoning shakedown 
scandal in Wheeling. 


EVEN THOUGH Daley's appear- 


ances in the suburbs during the past 
15 years can be counted on one hand, 
Stavros noted the mayor came to the 
Northwest suburbs twice during his 
tenure.

The 8-year-old Palatine third 


grader was severely burned Satur- 
day while practicing a magic 
trick and will spend Christmas in 
a sterile room at Northwest Cont-

Hospital, Arlington 


Heights. 


"Right now, all she can talk 


about is getting home for Christ- 
mas," said Judy Vogcl, her moth- 
er. "I haven't had the guts to tell 
her she'll be here six weeks. To a 
kid, six weeks is forever. 


"CHRISTMAS HAS been can- 


celled for us," Mrs. Vogcl said. 
"The doctor said she might be 
able lo come home in a plastic 
bubble for an hour or two Christ- 
mas Day to see the tree. But at 
best that's iffy." 


The Vogels' nightmare began 


Saturday afternoon,in their house 
at 1033 Anderson Dr. when Dana 
was practicing a magic trick, 
writing words with lemon juice 
and making them appear by hold- 
ing the paper over a flame. 


She reached over the candle to 


pick up a flame snuffer, and her 
blouse burst Into flames. 


"I was on the phone when It 


happened and I saw her run up 
the stairs on fire," Mrs. Vogcl 
said. "I yelled for her to drop and 
roll, but she wouldn't so I fell on 
her and started 
beating the 


flames out. Her shirt went up like 
it was plastic or Saron Wrap. I 
assumed children's clothing was 
nonflammable, but I guess I was 
wrong." 


A NEIGHBOR, Pat McCarthy, 


was on the phone with Mrs. Vogcl 
when the accident occurred.

pretation allows the village to use the 
bank space for its meetings. 


THE BOARD LAST week voted to 


enter an agreement with Winn David- 
son, president and owner of the Bank 
of Palatine, to lease space at the new 
building for a board meeting room. 
The room will be used during the day 
for seminars and training classes by 
village departments. 


The lease calls for a room to be 


available to the village at a cost of 
$10,000 per year plus the cost of light- 
ing estimated at about $500 annually. 


The board must rent meeting space 


because it will no longer be able to 
use the Palatine Public Library for 
its regular Monday night sessions. 
The board met in the library rent-free 
for tho past year. 


Tho board is expected to begin 


meeting at the bank in mid-January.

After an active and apparently hap- 


py morning, the feisty mayor com- 
plained of chest pains and hurried to 
the office of his personal physician, 
Dr. Thomas Coogan Jr.. at 900 N'. 
.Michigan Ave. at about 1:45 p.m. 


While he was being examined by 


Coogan. Daley put In a call to his son, 
Michael. Coogan left the room and. 
while he was gone, Daley suffered his 
attack. He became unconscious and 
never revived despite efforts of a 
team of doctors, paramedics ami fire- 
fighters nuhed to Coogan's office. 


At 3:40 p.m., while members of his 


large family waited nearby, the doc- 
tors attending him gave up hope. 


Grim news leaves 
commuters silent 


Thousands of commuters left their downtown Chicago jobs Mon- 


day evening only to find the grim news at the Chicago and North 
Western Ry. Station: Mayor Daley was dead. 


Newspapers with 2-inch high headlines proclaiming "Daley is 


stricken." "Daley dies." and "Mayor is dead at 74" told the story. 
The newspapers were snatched up as fast as free money. 


On a train back lo the Northwest suburbs all was silent as riders 


read the news. Those without newspapers leaned across the aisle to 
read the paper of the person next to them. 
' . 


"I thought he was assassinated when I read that headline." said a 


rider bound for Mount Prospect. "You know I'm kind of relieved 
to hear it was a heart attack." 


"What will happen to Chicago now?" asked one woman to the 


man next to her. "1 wonder who (hey got to replace him." 


BY THE TI.MK the train reached Mount Prospect most of the 


passengers had read the news. Papers lying on their laps or on 
the floor, few riders commented on Daley's death. 


Talk of the heart attack prompted a conversation about pacema- 


kers by three men. 


In the Arlington Heights station there were still some people who 


hadn't heard the news. 


"He did a lot of good." said a woman from Arlington Heights. 


"He did some things bad, but he did a lot of good." 


"That's right," added a woman who was bound for Chicago. "All 


these government people, they make some mistakes, but they try 
to do their best."

Dr. Barry Shapiro, one nf the learn 


of doctors from nearby Northwestern 
Memorial Hospital who fought to save 
Daley's life, described the battle: 


"WHEN I fiOT there Dr. Coogan. 


who is the mayor's doctor, was there 
with four paramedics and they were 
giving a heart massage, a closed chest 
massage and ventilating the mayor 
with what's called a hand ventilator. 
An I-V was in place. 


"When I first walked in, I could see 


that there were very serious circum- 
stances. His pupils were fixed, the 
color was very poor. It was obvious to 
me that there was very litllc hope of - 
resuscitation. I began ventilating, and 
got a tube In his windpipe. 


"It became clear to me that there 


was air escaping into the right chest 
— called the pncumothorax. I made a 
small incision into the' right chest, 
placed a hcmostal Into the chest 
which allowed the gas under pressure 
lo escape. 


" . . . We could feel a pulse with a 


closed chest massage but there was no 
pulse on his own and the elec- 
trocardiogram was showing a straight 
line . . . We continued with resuscita- 
live efforts . . . at no time was there 
any spontaneous heartbeat. At that 
time, we all agreed that it was a 
hopeless circumstance and we all 
agreed that he was dead." 


So died the man known in his time 


ns the "sultan of clout," "King Rich- 
ard." and the man who ran "the city 
that works." 


A MAN OF old fashioned ways, In 


the eyes of many. Daley was the mod- 
el of an old fashioned politician until 
the last. 


He began his last day by attending 


the annual breakfast for city depart- 
ment heads. There he got a surprise 
gilt — two round trip air tickets to 
Ireland, worth SI.3BO each. Daley and 
his wife. "Sis." had planned to visit 
the home of the Daley ancestors next 
Spring. 


Then he was off to dedicate a new 


gymnasium at Mann Park on the 
South Side. Short, portly and ruddy, 
Daley still knew what to do with a 
basketball when one was handed to

Fire officials in Mount Prospect

The county is financing 
the $17,597 program which' is sched- 
uled to begin Jan. 3 in the Mount 
Prospect Fire Dcpt. communications 
center. 


The program, approved earlier this 


month by the county board, will train 
handicapped war veterans tu be radio 
operators at various communication 
centers in the Northwest suburbs. 
Among local networks in need of dis- 
patchers are Northwest Central Dis- 
patch, Northwest Community Hospital 
and several suburban fire depart- 
ments. 


In addition to providing jobs for the 


disabled veterans, the program will 
alleviate the need for full-time fire- 


fighters to man the communications 
centers. 


To qualify as participants in the pro- 


gram, applicants "must have good vi- 
sion and a good speaking voice," Kor- 
dccki said. Preference will be given 
based on residency, veteran status 
and the extent of the handicap. 


Participants will be required to 


have their own transportation to the 
training site in Mount Prospect.
